[Report by Johan Olde Kalter: "CDA (Christian Demecratic Appeal) Missile Plan 
Technically Feasible; Cruise Missiles Alternately in Our Country and in Belgium."| 


[Text ] The Hague, Thurs--A new plan launched in the CDA for joint 
introduction of NATO cruise missiles in the Netherlands and Belgium 
is technically possible. 


According to the eminent Dutch nuclear weapon expert Brigadier- 
General G. C. Berkhof, the first cruise missile launcher unit 
can be positioned alternately in the Netherlands and Belgium 
by flying it over the border in crates with air force Fokker- 
Friendships or other transport planes. 


At first it would be a matter of at least 16 Tomahawk cruise missiles because 
these form a commando unit. 


At Border 


These BENE-(Belgium-Netherlands) cruise missiles than have to be stationed at 
air force bases which are located as close as possible to the border in both 
countries. 


"That way the necessary American maintenance of the weapons is made easier," 
according to General Berkhof in a discussion with our paper. In the Netherlands 
the bases of Woensdrecht, Gilze Rijen and Volkel are in a favorable location with 


respect to Belgium. 


The CDA plan for joint and gradual introduction of the BENE cruise missiles was 
launched last week in the CDA party publication CDA-ACTUEEL by Ton de Kok, secre- 
tary of the ADA, the committee of experts which advises Minister Van Mierlo 
(defense). 


The Netherlands and Belgium, the two countries in NATO which have the most 
problems with the cruise missiles, could jointly decide to place 16 cruise mis- 
Siles for the time being, as a sort of show of dissatisfaction addressed to Moscow 
if the West, after 1983, should still be looking at 250 Soviet SS-20 missiles. 











Shared Sorrow 


Dependent upon the progress of the disarmament discussions in Geneva after 1983, 
it would have to be decided whether another 16 should be placed or, after success- 
ful negotiations, the first 16 should be removed. The missiles would at times 

be riding around the Netherlands and at other times be on Belgian territory. 
Shared sorrow is half sorrow, according to the proposal of the ADA secretary. 


General Berkhof: "A;: important condition for the success of the plan is that 
agreement be reached with the Americans who ultimately have to produce the cruise 
missiles, and alsc with the Belgians. A clear schedule has to be announced in ad- 
vance, which has to be followed step by step. 


The first phase could start in the summer of 1983 with “pouring of concrete," and 
one year later the necessary concrete bunkers anid maintenance workshops for the 
first 16 cruise missiles could be ready both in the Netherlands and in Belgium. 


With this plan it is indeed possible to decide at every step on the basis of 
disarmament results achieved in Geneva whether one should continue or not. The 
steps taken could also easily be retracted," according to General Berkhof, 
deputy chief of operations of the Land Forces Staff.

DISCUSSIONS ON INF, MORATORIUM, NEUTRALISM CONTINUE IN SPD

[Text] Part of the national security policy dispute within the SPD, which 
will peak at the SPD national congress at Munich three weeks from now, will 

be the efforts of SPD leaders Ehmke and Voigt to moderate the position of 

the party's left wing. The deputy SPD floor leader, Ehmke, a member of the 
congress' petitions committee, has responded to the views of opponents of re- 
armament that a moratorium has been demanded even in the United States by re- 
sponsible politicians such as former Vice President Mondale and Senator 
Kennedy. What has been proposed in this case is a worldwide freeze on nu- 
clear weapons at their present level. 


Tacitly addressing Lafontaine and Eppler, Ehmke now acknowledges that the 
U.S. "peace movement" has shown a greater sense of reality than has its 
German counterpart. This can be seen "from the fact that Senator Kennedy, in 
agreement with the position of the German Government, has rejected a freeze 
on nuclear weapons arsenals which would be limited to Europe alone." At the 
same time Ehmke sought to cite the "growing strength of the U.S. peace move- 
ment" as evidence that disagreement over the strategy of securing peace did 
not mean “any controversy between German social democracy and our most impor- 
tant alliance partner," the United States. Instead, this was a "discussion 
process" which also inciuded the other alliance partners in the same way. 
Evidently Ehmke was looking to head off critical American conclusions being 
drawn from the debates expected at Munich. 


The SPD national security expert Voigt, who together with Ehmke, was out- 
voted in the "Frankfurt Circle" by a majority of SPD left-wing members 
headed by Schleswig-Holstein Land party chairman Jansen on the issue of pre- 
paring a national security policy platform for the party's left wing to be 
presented at the congress, made mention of "gaps" in the Soviet moratorium 
proposal. Now he has warned in an historical essay on Social Democrat de- 
fense policy appearing in the Marxist theoretical journal SOZIALISMUS, 
against a European effort to distance itself from the United States. Anti- 
cipating the party congress, Voigt wrote, "a decoupling of European secur- 
ity policy from the United States would put in jeopardy the existing basis 
of the detente policy of the last ten years." A distancing from the United 

















States would of necessity strengthen those who denand that Western Europe 
could maintain by itself an adequate counterbalance of conventional and nu- 
clear weapons vis-a-vis the Soviet Union. A discussion of more "independence" 
would in the end lead to the demand for a European nuclear force with Bonn's 
participation. The Left could hardly wish that “increased armaments instead 
of steps toward disarmament, new instabilities instead of the desired con- 
tinuity of detente policy" be conjured up. Voigt also responded to demands 
for German neutralism. Germany lies too much in the center, is too large and 
at the same time too small ever to become neutral. Voigt asked the members 
of the Left to consider that Germany could only be nonaligned when all of 
Europe was nonaligned. This, however, would assume that East and West and 
all the countries of Europe would find themselves in a very different rela- 
tionship to each other than now prevails. "This, however, is not likely to 
become a reality in the foreseeable future." 


Voigt, leader of the SPD fraction in the Bundestag's foreign affairs com- 
mittee, while pointing to the role af Moscow, appealed to the Left to be 
recognized as one of their number and as one who would share their role in 
shaping public opinion. The NATO double decision would make the degree 

to which U.S. medium range missiles are to be stationed in Europe contingent 
upon the results of negotiation and would not rule out a zero solution (which 
has in the meantime become the official negotiating goal of NATO). The argu- 
ment over the NATO double decision, despite the protest movements, would not 
in practice change the actions of the most important Western European gov- 
ernments. For this reason alone, the Soviet Union, by its own actions, 

would have to contribute to "political priority being given to the arms con- 
trol section of the double decision''--then the zero solution would have a 
fair chance. Insistence upon the rearmament section of the decision had be- 
come a symbol of NATO's capacity for negotiation. Changes would be accepted 
within NATO only if they could not be interpreted as signs of a weakening 

of their capacity for action. 'For this reason appropriate concessions on 
the part of the Soviet Union towards arms control policy are necessary if 

the double decision is to be substantially influenced." Voigt told the SPD 
Left that such concessions could be expected from the Soviet Union because 
Moscow now has a superiority in medium range missiles. 


Within the Left one statement by the Frenchman Andre Gorz--during the 1960's 
important for his role as a theoretician to the German student movement-- 
has attracted considerable attention. Gorz chided the German "peace move- 
ment'' and its branch within the SPD for feeling threatened by new NATO 
weapons which have so far only been proposed as topics for negotiations and 
do not in fact yet exist. On the other hand, they do not appear to feel 
threatened by "the SS 20's which are already aimed at us." The Frenchman 
rejects unilateral disarmament because it cannot be assumed that "Soviet im- 
perialism" would no longer threaten Europe if it were not itself confronted 
by any nuclear threat. Gorz called to mind Afghanistan and the suppression 
of free trade unions and intellectuals in Poland and Czechoslovakia; it would 
not be credible that the Soviet Union "would grant its neighbor peoples the 
yearned-for rights of freedom within the context of a neutral and nuclear- 
free Europe." French criticism of the German peace movement underscores the 








difference between the German and the French Left's concepts of national 
security policy. In France there are numerous warnings against a national 


isolation of the Germans--transported by way of sentiments such as might 
make themselves felt at the Munich party congress.

On various occasions the lausanne omceseaial has served as intermediary between 
forver Nazis and certain Arab cireclese A friend of the Geneva fascist 
Ceocrves Oltramare during the Hitier era, Genoud had been a member of the 
ational inion and other Swiss anti-Semitic movements of the far right. 
Neecuited by the Abwehr at the outset of the war, he worked for the German 
inte LLitence servicese Since the collavse of the Third Reich he has been 
considered to be one of the vrincival promoters of nazism at the interna- 
tional level. 











Until 1956 he managed, in Frankfurt, a neo-Nazi publishing house that speci- 
alized in the publication of Hitler's writings as well as those of Goebbels 
and Martin Bormanne In 1952 he invoked his double role as representative of 
the heirs of Hitler «nd Martin Bormann to bring suit successively in 
Dusseldorf and Paris against the publishers of a version of Hitler's “Libres 
Sropos sur la guerre et sur la paix" [Independent Observations on War and 
Peace | that had not been submitted to him. His own version derived directly 
from the files of Martin Bormann (see LE MONDE, 2 July 1952). In 1956 a 
court in Cologne confirmed his rights as sole legatee of Goebbels’ post- 
humouS WOrKS e 


His friendship with the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem (himself a fervent admirer 
of iiitler) had ovened doors to him in the Arab world. He was associated 
with the former SS generals Wolff and Ramke and also had regular contacts 
with Schacht, Hitler's former finance minister, and with Hans Reichenberg, 
a former SS commander. Using Arab capital, he founded the Arab Commercial 
Bank in Geneva. 


After Algeria gained its independence he became gene"al manager of the 
Peonle's Bank of Algeria; but the day after the story of the Khider scandal 
broke in 1964 he was arrested for fraudulent management by the Ben Bella 
rovernment, which suspected him of having arranged for transfers of funds 
to the account of the former secretary of the FLN [National Liberation 
Mront!. After his release at the behest of the Swiss authorities, Francois 
Genoud resumed his activities as representative of the Arab Commercial Bank, 
where the "war treasury of the FLN” had been deposited (it was subsequently 
returned to Algeria, in 1979). At the age of 66, Genoud is today pursuing 
his publishing activities; he is preparing to publish, in Hamburg, on the 
occasion of the 50th anniversary of Hitler's seizure of power, the “Notes 
politiques" [Political Notes] which Hitler dictated to Bormann.

GORSICAN GROUP, GHJUSTIZIA PAOLINA--The clandestine movement Ghjustizia Paolina 
yesterday announced its rebirth and "reaffirmed its commitment to the national 
liberation of Corsica and the establishment of an independent and democratic 
Corsican state." The announcement was made ina statement to the press. In 
their statement, the spokesmen for the movement denounce "all the reformist 
initiatives that involve Corsica in the impasse, and the misdeeds of the 
*rench state, the colonialist nature of which has remained unchanged despite 
10 May." The Ghjustizia Paolina was founded in 1974 and was distinguished by 
a series of bombings including the destruction on 28 March 1974--at the Bastia 
airport--of an Air Inter Caravelle. It proclaimed its own dissolution in 1976 
upon the creation of the Movement of the National Liberation Front of Corsica, 
of which it is a part.

GENERAL INTERVIEWED CN EFFICIENCY CF POLICE 
Rome RASSEGNA SINDACALE in Italian 4 Feb 82 p & 
[Interview with Gen Enzo Felsani, coordinator of the police union] 


[Text | The effic'ency demonstrated in the liberation of 
General Dozier contrasts with a noticeable delay in the 
actual implementation of the reform. We discuss this 
question with Enzo Felsani, coordinator of the police 


union. 


The brilliant police action that led to the liberation of General Dozier was 
sreeied with universal enthusiasm; it was almost as if people were competing 
with each other in extending congratulations to our forces of public order. 
Wrom “resident Tartini to President Reagan, from General Dozier himself to the 
world nress, everyone has acknowledged with admiration the efficiency demon- 
strated by the overation. Does this mean that the Italian police are at long 
last functioning with efficiency? Are t’ ese the initial results of the police 
reform, which made efficiency and professionalism precisely one of its pivotal 
points? We asked this question of Gen Enzo Felsani, coordinator of the police 
union: 


T Answer | The action at Fradova was undoubtedly an important success for the 
forces of public order. It was all the more important in view of the fact 
that there had recently been a recrudescence of terrorism, as evidenced not 
only by the kidnaping of the American general but also by the flight of the 
Rovigo terrorists and the robbery near Siena, to cite the most notorious 
cases--all of which give proof of a new operational capability accompanied by 
a resumption of recruiting. All this, moreover, after someone had said--not 
too long ago--that terrorism was a phenomenon on the way to extinction. There 
is no doubt that the action which led to the liberation of General Dozier 
evidenced a high level of efficiency, but we cannot forget that from late 
last year to early this January, a total of 10 guardians of the public peace 
lost their lives in armed encounters with terrorists. 


[ Question | Then the efficiency of these specialized groups has not been 
matched by an adequate level of preparation among the rank and file? 














answer! Trecisely. We are still far behind in respect to administering the 
daily routine and putting the reform into actual practice. Our police union 
has for 2 long time been talkine about a police presence widely distributed 
throughout the rational territory (we have referred to such a presence as 
"district policemen” and subsequently as "territorial control")--but it does 
not now exist. There are areas where people do not go out after dark; they 
do not feel safe. We cannot prevent the commission of criminal acts, but we 
can intensify the prevention services by means of a widely distributed police 
presence or this type, wnich is the best possible deterrent precisely because 
it guarantees the vossibility of immediate police intervention. Such a police 
response obviously requires personnel, and the fact is that the reply we 
usually get is that the versonnel are not available.

Yes; and it is quite obvious that police efficiency alone is not 
enoushe. General Cappuzzo has already stated this very clearly, in his famous 
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television interviews namely, terrorism will be defeated if the state does not 
Limit itselr to repression but also takes action to eliminate the causes which 
althonch not justifying terrorism do nonetheless provide an explanation of 
these aberrant phenomenae i believe that terrorism lost the battle the moment 
it was rejected by the workers. Terrorism had a political plan and a military 
olan: the political plan was defeated some time ago by the workers and by 
mibliec opinion, but the military plan--objectively more difficult to oppose-- 
was not combated with the same degree of determination, also because of the 
shortcomings to which we have referred vreviously. The terrorists have accord- 
ingly had the time to launch their new political proposal, in connection with 
which they attempted (ard are attempting) to reenter the factories precisely 
hecause--although defeated politically at the time of the Moro kidnaping--they 
did not suffer an equally decisive defeat from the military standpoint and had 
sufficient time to reorganize their own ranks.

We have won a battle, but 
we have not yet won the war. The war will not be won on the military level 
alone.

TKP TRIAL RESUMES AT GOLCUK 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 20 Jan 82 p 7 


[Text] The TKP [Turkish Communist Party] trial resumed on the day before 
yesterday at the Golcuk Fleet and Martial Law Command Military Court 
located within the Gonca Naval Base, Only 22 of the 230 defendants 

could be questioned. 


In a written request presented to members of the court, defense lawyers 

who participated in the session said: "Transcripts of statements made by 
the defendants to the police and as the result of threats at police 
stations should not be read at the trial by the prosecution." This request 
was entered into the trial record as follows: 


"At this time, attorney Oguz Ogun who is one of the representatives for 
the defense took the fioor. He submitted a 12 page request jointly signed 
by the attorneys participating in the trial. The request pertained to 
certain Council of State decisions concerning the evaluation of evidence 
and the conduct of questioning during the trial. The request was 
submitted, received, read and verbaily explained by himself." 


In summary, the actorneys’ request which was entered in the record and 
made a part of the material for the trial stated the following: 


"The trial dossier contains testimony provided by defendants during 
questioning by the police. In testimony given to th e prosecutor, the 
defendants have described the evidence obtained at the police investigation 
as documents that they had been forced to sign as the result of undergoing 
torture. The defendants indicated that they were unaware of the content 

of these documents, This makes it clear that the evidence was obtained 
through illegal means and that it does not represent testimony provided by 
the defendants. As counsel for the defense, our request pertains to the 
removal of this illegaily obtained testimonial evidence from the trail 
dossier, The removal of the evidence in question is in conformity with 

the fundamental guidelines of trial law as well as the logic that underlies 
the prevailing system for the collection of evidence as provided for by 

our criminal law. Let us once again state that all defendants who have 
provided seemingly self incriminating testimony to the prosecutor have 

done so under the influence of threats by the police. In fact, many 
defendants in this case were once again placed under observation following 
detention and underwent torture. We will present this fact to the honorable 
court by providing documentation during various stages of the trial." 
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However, the members of the court did not accept the lawyers request and 
according to the record reached the following decision: 


"Article 165 of AYUK states that the prerogative of freely evaluating 
evidence belongs to the court. Consequently, the request made by 
representatives of the defense for the removal from the trial dossier of 
testimony obtained at police stations and at the office of the Prosecutor is 
being denied on grounds of procedural incompatibility." 


Following this, defendant Riza Demir presented to the court a written 
statement indicating that he had undergone torture. The members of the 

court stated that the document in question had to be forwarded to the Martial 
Law Command which would have jurisdiction to undertake legal action. 


The questioning of the defendants began at this time. All 22 of the 
defendants who were questioned stated that they did not belong to the 
Turkish Communist Party and rejected all allegations made against them. 

All defendants stated that they had undergone torture at various levels of 
the security apparatus anc that they had been forced to sign certain papers 
while their eyes were bound. The defendants said that the fear of being 
returned to the police for further questioning had made them provide the 
same testimony at the Office of the Military Prosecutor. The defendants' 
words were placed within the trial record. 


According to the record, defendant Burhan Demir explained his situation 
in the following words: 


"I used to be a miner and worked underground. After losing my health I 
was retired on disability. I currently suffer from tubercuiosis. On 

15 July 1981 I was removed from bed as I lay ill ard was tortured by the 
police who knew that I had been spitting up blood. I was sent to the 
Camlica Hospital following my transfer to the Seymen House of Detention. 
After having been released from the hospital I was kept at the First 
Section of the Istanbul Police in Gayrettepe. I subsequently returned to 
the Seymen House of Detention. I continue to suffer from my illness," 


Defendant Cetin Alpdunar who according to teh prosecutor's statement is 
alleged to have gone to Moscow and obtained training there, testified as 
follows: 


"Il did not go to Moscow. In 1979 I obtained about 6 months unpaid leave 
from my workplace and went to West Germany on a tourist passport. I was 
under treatment in a private clinic in Dieburg for four and a half months, 
At this time I cannot remember the name of the clinic. Because I have 
lost my passport, I am unable to prove the countries that are represented 
by the visas and seals that it contains. However, I did not go to Moscow, 
This has not been proven by the prosecution. I did not obtain any kind of 
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affidavit from the hospital in Germany where I was undergoing treatment. 
I did not intend to obtain such a document or to have it stamped by any 
consulate because I had gone ther on unpaid leave. I have records 
concerning an infection of the middle ear that I obtained from Hacettepe 
University around 1976. .The doctor who provided treatment said that it 
was a seldom encountered disease." 


Following this, many of the defendants presented written statements 
requesting their release to the members of the court who decided however 
that “the content of statements requesting release should be evaluated 
at the conclusion of questioning."

about 55 to about 38 percent. 





It is mainly countries outside the East bloc which have become OPED's competi- 
tors--Mexico, Great Britain and Norway. 


These three today produce nearly 1.8 million barrels annually (0.2 in 1973) .and 
would, if they joinéd OPEC, considerably strengthen the organization's grip on 
the market. 





The largest OPEC oil producer, Saudi Arabia, pumps about 3.5 billion barrels a 
year. (1 billion barrels = about 136 million tons.)

[Text/ Oslo, Monday--Will Norway become the 14th member nation of the oil- 
exporting organization OPEC? Hardly, but closer cooperation has developed be- 
tween OPEC and Norway. During OPEC's crisis meeting in Vienna there were sever- 
al proponents of incieased coordination of the pricing policy of OPEC and the 
other oil-producing nations. 


In Norway one is now waiting for the contact which the organization decided to 
take with the country. 


"We have previously had contacts with OPEC; among other things, their price ex- 
perts have studied our pricing system and we studied theirs, but this is the 
first time that there is talk of a direct request to raise the price," says Egil 
Helle, information chief at the Norwegian Department of Oil and Energy. 


Norway's attitude is that the country doesn't fit into OPEC, since the organiza- 
tion consists of developing nations which are almost entirely dependent on oil 
production. In Norway the position of oil is still no more than 15 percent of 
the gross national product. 


Norway is also a member of IBA [International Energy Auth@rity] whish is an associa- 
tion of Wester industrial nations to coordinate energy policy. Norway decided to 
join IEA only after a bitter domestic debate. As the sole net exporter of oil 
Norway was doubtful of the automatic distribution of oil which takes place in a 

new oil crisis. The result was that Norway received a special membership, in 

which it is tied by IBA's decisions. 


"Our agreement with IEA emphasizes our solidarity with the Western industrial 
nations, but we also stress our sovereignty. In more formal connections Norway 
has also talked about functioning as a bridge-builder between IBA and OPEC, be- 
tween the oil-exporting nations and the industrialized ones,” Egil Helle says. 
OPEC Favorable 


Norway is also favorably regarded by OPEC: 
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"The OPEC leadership views Norway as the most moderate of the oil-producing 
industrial nations politically and as the Western nation which conducts the 
most sensible policy, director Hamid Zaheri, for example, one of the leading 
officials at OPEC’s headquarters in Vienna, told the Norwegian press wire ser- 
vice. 


"It would be natural to accept Norway as the first member of the industrial na- 
tions, if the organization were to be open to such members,” he further said. 


Norway's closest contacts are with OAPEC, the organization of Arab o0il-exporting 
nations. In 1978 a major joint semtnar was arranged in Norway, and the result 
of it was a permanent committee which meets regularly. OAPEC is not a pricing 
organization but deals primarily with technical questions. 


Little Influence 


Norway's influence on the oil prices is minor. The country's production consti- 
tutes only one percent of the world's production of oil and gas. On the other 
hand, the role of Great Britain has grown, despite the fact that the nation pro- 
duces only a little more than twice as much as Norway. 


"When the oil prices increased, Great Britain and Norway nearly automatically 
followed Libya and Nigeria which sell oil of the same quality. But when the 
market began_t be saturated, the British government-owned company BNOC /expan- 
sion unknown/ became a price leader. When it lowered the price in June last 
year and now again, a few weeks ago, this had considerable repercussions on OPEC 
as well,” Egil Halle says. 


Freeze 


"We evaluate the situation from day to day, but as long as BNOC is firm in its 
decision to freeze the price until 1 July, it’s difficult for us to raise 
prices," says press spokesman Hakin Lavik at Statoil. 


BNOC 's decssion to freeze the price so far into the future is thought originally 
to have been an attempt to defend the price of oil at a lower level, but ac- 
cording to Hakon Lavik this might now delay a price increase. 
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ECONOMIC TURKEY 


TRADE WITH IRAQ REPORTEDLY TO REACH ONE BILLION DOLLARS

[Text] Baghdad--Prime Minister Bulend Ulusu, who ends his official visit 
to Iraq today, said that the relations between the two countries are very 
good and added: "The talks we have had to develop these relations in every 
respect have yielded positive results. We believe that even better results 
can be obtained from these talks." 


During the talks, which have been going on for 2 days, economic, trade, 
cultural and banking issues between Turkey and Iraq were discussed and 
bilateral agreements were reached on many issues. 


In addition, some talks have reached the agreement level. 


Noting that talks pertaining to the social security condition of Turkish 
citizens working in Iraq have reached agreement level, officials said that 
a social security agreement will be signed between the two countries. It 
has been reported that this agreement will be similar to the bilateral 
social security agreements signed with Libya and West Germany. 


Prime Minister Bulend Ulusu said that certain measures will be taken at 
Habur, the largest border transit facility between Turkey and Iraq. Ulusu 
said: 


"Pileups are occurring at the Habur transit facility and this is distressing 
both sides. Turkey and Iraq are taking measures to prevent these pileups. 
First of all we are expanding the TIR truck parking area toward Silopi. 

Then we will start the construction of a second bridge at Habur. There 

are fuel problems between the two countries. It has been decided to take 
measures to solve these problems." 


Ulusu stated that the results of the talks held in Iraq will be seen very 
soon. He added that a project agreement has been signed with Iraq in 
connection with automatic telephone and telex communications between the 
two countries. According to this agreement, a multichannel telecommunica- 
tions link will be established between Turkey and Iraq thus increasing the 
possibilities of communication. 
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During the talks in Iraq theissue of the use of regional waters was also 
discussed. Turkey and Iraq have agreed to hold bilateral talks in con- 
nection with the Tigris and multilateral talks on the Euphrates since that 
river also passes through Syria. 


Government and private sector representatives who are in Baghdad with 
Ulusu continued their talks yesterday. 


Officials, who have been having various contacts, stated that the volume 
of trade with Iraq will reach around $1 billion, although no definite 
figure has been given. The results of these contacts may affect Turkey's 
balance of payments and may reduce the outflow of foreign currency paid 
for Iranian oil which meets part of Turkey's petroleum needs. It is re- 
ported that talks have also been held in connection with the [Turkish- 
Iraqi] oil pipeline and that contacts have been made to make the oil pipe- 
line work at full capacity. It has been reported that measures will be 
taken to raise the amount of oil pumped through the pipeline from its 
current level of 27 million metric tons per year to its full capacity of 
35 million metric toms per year. 


Ulusu and his delegation will leave Baghdad to return to Ankara today.

INDUSTRIALIST YAZAR INTERVIEWED ON STATUS OF ECONOMY 
Istanbul DUNYA in Turkish 1l Feb 82 p 4 
[interview with Industrialist Mehmet Yazar; date and place not specified] 


[Excerpt] [Mehmet Yazar]: When efforts fail to produce the desired 
results, we have a serious problem. On the question of establishing 
coordinated action the state tells this to the private sector: "The 

time has come for you to become ingenious. Gone are the old days. You 
have to be export oriented, otherwise you burn yourself. If you fail to 
be ingenious you go under. If you fail to conform you must quit." Well, 
if the other side, which shoulders the 50 percent of the economy, fails 

to conform at the same degree, could this be implemented by one side 
[private sector] only? This is the important question today. Although 
during the past 2 years there have been some developments toward improving 
this problem, no concrete solution to the problem has been found yet. 
Unless the public sector adapts itself, at least as fast as the private 
sector, to the new approach the whole burden will be on the shoulders of . 
the private sector. This will not create a sound situation. In our 
opinion we need inexpensive, effective and a modern state working rationally 
and not an expensive and inflated state. Our economic problems will 
possibly continue to exist unless we instill this concept in the public 
sector as soon as possible. We know that certain steps are being taken, 
such as the reorganization of SEE [State Economic Enterprises]. All 

these steps will become useful to a certain extent. However, this issue 
will stay in Turkey's agenda for some time. In fact, despite the considerable 
increases in its revenues through the sacrifices demanded from the Turkish 
taxpayers by the 1981 tax laws and despite other revenues secured from non 
tax sources, the public sector is still financially in trouble. The Treasury 
continues to obtain advances from the Central Bank and to raise loans by 
issuing bonds. The repayment of loans raised by the state has not eased 
up yet. In other words, despite all this transfer of resources we feel 
that this is not the solution. This fact becomes another cause for an 
increase in money demands in the market. The public sector withdrew 
considerable amount of money from the Central Bank and the capital market. 
Creditors applied to the banks because the public sector could not pay 

its debts on time. 
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"DUNYA': Despite its failing rate does not the inflation have any effect 
on the demand for money? 


Yazar: Yes, another factor which causes demand for money is the 35 to 40 
percent inflation rate. This means that any enterprise with a money demand 
of 100 units at the beginning of 1981 would need 140 units at the end of the 
year without increasing its production. This is necessary to counter the 
effects of inflation. Moreover, if this same enterprise achieves 10 to 12 
percent production increase, where figures show such an increase, its money 
demand should increase from 100 units to 150-160 units by the year end, The 
difference has to be secured from somewhere. Even if the enterprise in 
question succeeds in partly securing the money it needs, by its own 

sources and efforts exerted through other means, it still fails to obtain 
the full amount it needs. Moreover, great efforts were made by some of 

our enterprises to find domestic and foreign [credit] sources; Loans which 
they obtained in the past years, occasionally, had to be repaid by further 
borrowing. This is the critical point. Though not fully updated the present 
interest policy can be considered as a step in the ight direction and thus 
is the right policy. The problems created by this policy for the 
enterprises~-which stem from the past mistakes--must be taken into account. 


In essence, the solution to bring about less demand for money must be 

based on the rationalization and productivity of both the public and 
private sector. In other words, as enterprises begin working in a rational 
and productive manner their opening to the export markets will become easier 
and their need for money will diminish. This in its turn will reduce the 
demand for money. Furthermore, as the deposits grow, because of [high] 
interest rates on deposits, the establishment of a supply and demand 
equilibrium will be possible after a while. I believe that in the second 
half of 1982 there will be a favorable development in this field and, 
though 3 to 4 percentage points, there will be a drop in the interest 
rates, There will be successful implementations in this respect if the 
state removes surcharges, such as teh expenditure tax, which increases 

the cost of borrowing. 


Another important issue in curbing inflation is to increase productivity. 
At present the manufacturing sector is facing difficulties. Tomorrow, 
however, a complete halt of production in this sector will be facing us. 
Therefore, the monetary problems of the manufacturing sector must be given 
careful consideration. In other words, the manufacturing sector must not 
be driven into a situation where it cannot produce because of monetary 
problems. Therefore, in order to activate bank sources, at least for 
credits targeted for the manufacturing sector, the rate of the expenditure 
tax levied on credits given to teh industrial sector must be reduced, 

or perhaps removed. The percentage of credits allocated to reserve 

funds can be reduced; that is the cash ratio can be reduced. In fact, 
this is being partly implemented today for a subsidized industrial sector 
of very limited frame [as published]. I consider it beneficial if this 
application is widened and the credit sources to the manufacturing sector 
increased and the cost of borrowing is reduced through certain cost cutting 
measures. 
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"DUNYA': During the implementation of the 24 January decisions, could not 
a soft transitional period be introduced and in certain areas, could not 
more effective priorities be set out regarding the cost of credits and 
exchange rates? 


Yazar: The event which defines toughness or softness in this issue is 

the economic picture presented by Turkey early in 1980. Each incentive 

is a kind of subsidy in a true sense. One has to have a source to subsidize. 
At the beginning of 1980 the Turkish economy not only could not find 
resources, but was also at complete standstill and almost was dead due 

to lack of resources. In other words, repayment of internal debts had 
become impossible and oil bills reached 4 point where they could not be 
met. A Turkey with deficit in balance of payments and unable to pay its 
foreign debts, is thus a Turkey with almost zero credit rating all over the 
world. Foreign exchange shortage was at its peak and at home the state 
treasury was virtually bankrupt. In such a situation even if one takes 
softer measures where could one find the resources? In fact, because of 
the economic standstill the problem was insoluble. There were no 
resources. For this reason two steps had to be taken urgently. First, 

to some extent, the public sector finances, had to be put in order and 
second, the repayment of foreign debts which were at a standstill had to 

be eased. For this reason the measures to be put into effect had to be 
final in a sense to east the ex.::remely narrow straits. I mean these 
measures were dire necessity at that time, 





"DUNYA': You said that the public sector could not keep in step with 
the developments. Does the public sector as a whole fail to go along? 


Yazar: A section of the manufacturing units of the public sector has 
succeeded in increasing their exports under the new plan, If the 
production volume of this sector is taken into account, in other words 

the cost, volume and quality of production, it has to increase its output 
to be competitive in the world market. In addition to this, most of the 
goods produced by the public sector are inputs. These inputs carry great 
importance regarding the quality and price of the goods produced by the 
public sector as well as in our entering the export markets. Management 
of the public sector is important. While mentioning this I am not pointing 
a finger at my very able colleagues in the public sector. I am trying to 
explain the problems stemming from the system itself. I mean the problems 
in effect are caused by the system of the public sector. In the past we 
have had plenty of experience with this. I mean problems caused by the 
system, such as the way the administration intervened the political 
atmosphere prevailing among the administrators, the running of this sector 
through political preferences, initiative, responsibility and difficulty 
in decision making by the management. In fact, we know that when some of 
our able colleagues in the public sector move into the private sector they 
become very successful. This means that the problem is not created by 
persons. 


I think, to some exterit, a reorganization will be useful. This sector too 
has to move in the direction of the free market conditions. If there is no 
competition a competitor must be created. In the economic struggle,

competition brings the establishments under control, This is true for the 
private sector as well. If there are monopolistic establishments in the 
private sector they must be opposed also. Moreover, if at the moment 
there is no competitor a competition must be secured througi imports. It 
is time for the protective walls to be removed gradually. 


"DUNYA': Could this be related to the inability of the public sector to 
overcome its habits? 


Yazar: How can we stay in world markets with this sector? The question must 
not be taken as a problem of public sector, private sector or as a merge 
between the two sectors. The question must be seen as a problem of becoming 
competitive in the world market under the free competition system. This 

in its turn necessitates radical changes. For the private sector we 

say : "Whoever fails goes under. Whoever stays afloat is ours." This 
cannot be said for the public sector. In fact the question here is of 
relentless competition. The market economy is relentless. The strongones, 
those adapting themselves to the conditions of the time and those improving 
themselves, will stay alive, otherwise they will go under. However, under 
the "protective" economy this is not so. For the private sector we Say: 
"Let the customs barriers remain. Leave the export markets alone. Let us 
manage the home market." The private sector no longer advocates this road, 
though that is very comfortable for it. It is aware that in the long run 
this is not to its benefit, For this reason it is not advocating this 
course of action. Problems cannot be separated from the economic 
conditions prevailing in the world. This in its turn means to adapt 
oneself to the competition of the free [market] economy. There will be 

no problem if both the private and public sectors adapt themselves to 

these conditions. This is good for the economy as a whole. What we 

seek is what benefits the interests of the country as a whole.

ECOLOGICAL POLITICAL GROUPS, PROSPECTS VIEWED 
Vienna DIE PRESSE in German 2 Apr 82 p 5 


[Report by Gerhard Jelinek: "Glittering Green in Various Shades--No Single 
List of ‘Alternatives’ in Sight"] 


[Text] Vienna--The low-ceiling room in the Viennese Amerlinghaus on the Spit- 
telberg is already filled with cigarette smoke when the newly arrived member of 
the "plenum" of the yet to be established "Alternative List" enters the pre- 
mises. Every other Monday, the establishment of a new political movement is 
discussed at the “democratic base" on the premises of the municipal paracul- 
tural center. This time, about 50 supporters have gathered, of varying age and 
clearly from the most diverse social backgrounds. Women students with PLO 
scarves and Indian cotton skirts, draftsmen, remnants of the 1968 youth move- 
ment, "biological" socialists and an elderly lady whose alternative inclina- 
tions are rooted in the environmentalist sphere. 


Just as the origin and attitude of the alternatives varies, so the basis too 
appears heterogeneous and brittle. And yet, if a "Green" party has a chance of 
a succes d’estime at the next National Council elections, it is probably this 
loose alliance of local citizens’ initiatives and the rather red-green "Alter- 
native List" [AL] people. At least, recently, a nationwide congress was held 
in Linz calling itself a "green light" for the "checkered crowd."" Representa- 
tion in the National Council is to become the objective, and an Alternative 
Party is to be founded on 5 November 1982. 


A Long Way to a Simon-Pure Program 


By late fall, the "Greens" are to weather a fermenting and clarification process 
in a number of discussions and pienary events which are supposed to culminate in 
a simon-pure alternative program. The man in charge of organizing the estab- 
lishment of a party in Vienna, Gerhard Geissler of the Institute for Ecology, 
describes the pillars of alternative ideology with the terms of ecology, soli- 
darity, peace movement and social justice. Anyway, since the first sizable al- 
ternatives congress in Graz, there has existed the "draft of a draft" of a pro- 
gram of the future party. 


Even now, in this process, the basic concept of a “democratic base" organization 


is proving to be an obstacle on the way of quick reaction and an onerous liabil- 
ity on the way to a party. Fritz Zaun, "Green" municipal councilor in the spa 
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ot Baden, is regarded as the mainspring of an Alternative Party. In conversa- 
tion with DIE PRESSE, he admits that "in our case things just take a fairly 
long time." 


Not least because of the danger of a frittering away, Fritz Zaun is betting on 

a flight forward, into an electoral movement, saying: "The whole thing must 

get a concrete direction. It would be fantasticaily important for the many al- 
ternative groups and grouplets fussing around to reach organizational uniformity 
as a result of an electoral struggle." 


Professor Tollmann, who has become fairly well known since the fight against 
the Zwentendorf inauguration, for the present is still sounding out the terrain 
of the green landscape and is reluctant to choose one of the groups as his po- 
litical home. He says: ‘Personally, I continue to conduct talks with the most 
diverse groups and academics without having as yet made up my mind." In con- 
versation with DIE PRESSE, Tollmann professed an interest in becoming a candi- 
date. With what he says is a “sound iasight" into the confusing scene, the 
geologist surmises that the AL might attain wider support despite the fact that 
the diverse base groups have a comparatively narrow foundation. 


On the other hand, Tollmann cannot imagine cooperating with the “Green Forum" 

of Elisabeth Schmitz (who has already begun her election compaign by auctioning 
a picture on the Vienna flea market) any more than having any contact with the 
Fronz-Warton party of "The Greens." As far as Tolimann is concerned, and also 
as far as the AL is concerned, former sex movie man Fronz is just as unsuitable 
for holding talks with as is "people's socialist" Warton. And as for the "wild" 
former Socialist Party financial spokesman Stephan Tull, the following sentence 
may be meant to apply to him: "There are some who are there all of a sudden; 
one has to check what he has said before and what he is doing now." 


Opponents of Nuclear Power an Important Voters Reservoir 


[n addition to Tollmann, who, as former symbol of the fight against nuclear power 
plants, might drive a lot of Zwentendorf opponents into the arms of a green 
party, the "Working Group of Citizens’ Initiatives" appears to be a political 
force which is to be taken more or less seriously. Its placard is Salzburg 
municipal councilor and movie villain Herbert Fux, who, while having observed 
the most recent Linz meeting of the "Alternativists," also wants to remain 
neutral for the time being. One thing, though, is certain as far as Fux is 
concerned: if two green groups should run in the elections, the approximately 
35 citizens’ initiatives would not join either. 


As for Vienna Deputy Mayor Erhard Busek, the Citizens’ Initiatives Working 
Group is the mcst interesting group, while a decision regarding an election 
dandidacy is described by him as a delicate question. The opposition politic- 
ian says that the citizens’ initiatives or such "green" personalities as uni- 
versity lecturer Loetsch would find a great deal to be out of their reach once 
they had to confront the big parties as political opponents. Busek thinks the 
alternatives' chances lie in the municipalities, saying: "If I were then, I 
would skip the National Council elections." In any case, however, Busek thinks 
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very little of the chances of such a party, saying: ‘Though they will appear 
in great numbers, I do not think any group will prevail." 


AL election list advocate Zaun, on the other hand, thinks it is easier to get 
into Parliament than into city hall. In one case, in Vienna only 25,000 would 
be required; in the other case, twice as many. Parliamentary Socialist Party 
Chairman Fischer ("I am a friend of nature, not only in the figurative sense") 
likewise thinks that a green force has an only "extremely slight" chance to ob- 
tain a seat in the National Council. There is one point on which the estab- 
lished politicians agree: an inauguration of Zwentendorf or an announcement to 
that effect would be a "missile of support" (Busek's term) for a Green party. 


At present, however, both the means of transport and the fuel for a "green" 
flight is lacking. 


A hat makes the rounds in the Amerlinghaus. One can tell by the ring of the 
coins that the yield is sparse. It amounts to 724 schillings, just enough to 
cover the cost of the next issue of the Alternative circular.

This research should examine with increasing 
moTundity the natterns of change in society--patterns that should be in keep- 
ine with our history and with the expectations of the Italian workers. Indeed, 
the attack by the CrSU--and our observations concerning the resistance to any 
and all reform on the dart of the Soviet regime--do not lessen in the slightest 
derree our commitment to change the social structures of our nation. 


The exnerience of these difficult times should destroy, within ourselves, tne 
Llinusion of being able to "ar aie an intrinsically perfect model of society-- 
one that would be absolute and ernal. The evolution brought about by the 
mressure of the workers should babivath us, by successive stages, to increase 
the desree of equality present in our justice and our democracy, although

WIEGEL ATTACKS COALITION'S PARTIES, POLICIES

(Report: “it is Clear for Hans Wiegel (VVD [People's Party for Freedom and 
Democracy | Opposition Leader): ‘This Cabinet has Gambled Away its Credit.'" | 


[Text | The Hague, Saturday--"The pronouncements first of Minister Terlouw, and 
later also of the prime minister, that the cabinet will just have to quit if 

it doesn't complete the spring note within a few weeks are characteristic of the 
impotence of the current coalition. The leaders of two of the three government 
parties plainly want to throw their own cabinet on the scrap heap. Have you 
ever witnessed such an exhibition of impotence?" 


Opposition Leader Hans Wiegel belligerently hammers on the “daily increasing 
weakness" of the current government combination. He berates the indecision per- 
sonified by Minister Terlouw and refers to the complete lack of support in society, 
manifested in the strike action of the trade union and the resentment of employers. 





In addition, he establishes that all the arguments ever manipulated for the neces- 
sity of this cabinet turned out to be incapable of withstanding even a superficial 
confrontation with hard reality. A balance sheet which sounds like a requisitory. 


"Until now, this cabinet has made only one decision. Ministers even go so far as 
to say, anonymously of course, that the cabinet in fact doesn't exist, but this 
is an aside. And what is that one decision? 


"A change in the Health Insurance Act which is turning out wrong in all respects. 
Not even half of the cutback of 1.4 billion guilders will materialize. Lightening 
the burden for industry is out of the question. A wage measure is being threaten- 
ed, in particular an intervention in the cost of living compensation. Something 
the trade union has always rigidly opposed. All sorts of innocent civilians are 
the victims of strikes they can't do anything about. 


"This cabinet is being assailed more than the previous one with the VVD. All the 
stories, also told by the CDA [Christian Democratic Appeal], that the PvdA [Labor 
Party | had to be in and we had to be out, in connection with the so-called range 
of support, turned out to be nonsense. Our cabinet with its small majority had 
better relations with the social partners than this numerically larger, but with 
respect to unity extremely meager, company.” 
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Lt is clear to Hans Wiegel: The cabinet has gambled away its credit, and the 
entire policy is bankrupt. Therefore, for the sake of that credibility, another 
cabinet has to come about, one which “gives leadership, forces respect and leads 
our country to a better future. For it can't go on like this." 


A national cabinet acknowledged pet topic of the opposition leader, would best 
be able to tackle the gigantic problems, but Wiegel has to admit that that is 


not teas.lible. 
Panic 


Chief culprit: the PvdA. "The socialists are in such a panic, are so out of 
control, that they don't have the courage for a national approach. But, what can 
one expect as long as radical-left elements, under the leadership of Van den Berg, 
are in power behind the scenes?" 


Second option: a cabinet with CDA, VVD and D'66 [Democrats '66]. “The VVD col- 
laborated extremely well with the CDA in the previous cabinet. Why couldn't D'66 
be included in that? On balance, the differences of substance are not insur- 
mountable. It should be possible to do business with people such as former 
Minister Gruyters, Minister Van Mierlo and, for example, Secretary of State [for 
Economic Affairs] Dik, as well as parliamentary group leader Brinkhorst. 


‘Moreover, 28 percent of the D'66 voters want to get rid of the PvdA and join up 
with us. Therefore I don't think that D'66 would be so stupid as the last time 
and shut out the VVD again. If that should be the case after all, then the ques- 
tion of whether we should not return to the old coalition will depend on how 
strong the VVD and CDA turn out to be in the [Provincial ] States elections." 


Gauge 


Therefore, according to Wiegel, the coming elections are a test cases a gauge, 
for the political relationships in our country. He points out that States elec- 
tions have great influence on national policy. 


Examples: the collapse of the last Drees cabinet in '58 and of the Cals-Vondeling 
one in ‘66 Both happened after the states elections which were so disastrous for 
the PvdA. "Why shouldn't the saying ‘the third time's a charm" hold true?" 


Thus back to the old coalition, but there also, factors other than the voting 
booth results play a large role. CDA Parliamentary Group Leader Lubbers for 
example, the founder of the current cabinet. 


"That is indeed difficult to predict. It is a fact of course that Lubbers was an 
important pioneer for this cabinet. He was willing to do a lot for it. Amongst 
other things, he made a government accord which looks more 1ike Swiss cheese than 
like a firm foundation. But the same Lubbers in the past few months revealed him- 
self as someone asking the government for a harsh economization policy. In short, 
Mr. Lubbers' position is not completely clear to me and therefore difficult to 
predict. I believe that when he looks at his own CDA voters, half of whom already

want a return of the VVD to the cabinet, he has to admit that putting out the VVD 
last summer was an unwise move." 


No matter how the political dice will roll, one thing is perfectly clear to Hans 
Wiegel: there will have to be harsh economizations. “Unfortunately the situa- 
tion is already such that, whether the cabinet stumbles along or whether there 
are new elections with a different cabinet in a few months time, 1982 is already 
a lost year. Extremely harsh measures will have to be taken. For example, the 
space between the working and non-working will have to be increased. Someone who 
earns the minimum wage by working for it 40 hours a week should be able to keep 
more than someone who gets benefits. That doesn't sound nice, but this is not 

a time for niceties." 





Abuse and improper use of social provisions will have to be firmly fought. "We 
believe that everyone who is ill must pay the first day himself. That proposal 
alone will yield 1.5 billion guilders. Those who are ill for long periods will 
not be affected by that. But those who want to take a day off should do that 
for their own account.” 


Civil servants will also have to contribute their share, but here the former 
minister of internal affairs and civil servant boss doesn't look so closely. Wiegel 
seems to be averse to the nail-hard approach the CDA has in store for this group: 
skipping the semi-annual adjustment as of 1 July. 


"The proposal of the CDA is not fair, for it hits the civil servants doubly hard. 


But when civil servants have advantages over their colleagues in industry, those 
can easily be canceled. But a government which uses its own employees to balance 


the national bill is too much for me.” 


Also the children's allowance can be pruned considerably. "The children's al- 
lowance is not holy to us. Small children cost less than large ones. Something 
can easily be done about that. And I really don't understand why one should ge’: 
more compensation for the fourth child." However, he wants nothing to do with 

an allowance dependent on income. "That is that abominable leveling again. If 

we have to get rid of something at this time, it is surely that passion for color- 
less standardization." 


Cost 


"From a standpoint of emancipation it is great, of course, that the woman brings 
her own income home. But the question is if that can remain unrestricted if you 
consider that entire families have to make ends meet with one income," says 

Hans Wiegel who once more emphasized that people will have to pay more for govern- 
ment provisions. 


"Whether you go to a pharmacist or a performance of Peter Schat doesn't make any 
difference. The people will have to start paying the cost to a much greater 
degree."

"SILENT MAJORITY' GROUP ARISES IN GRONINGEN 
Amsterdam ELSEVIERS MAGAZINE in Dutch 27 Feb 82 pp 24-26 


[Report of an interview with C.W.L. Van Muylwijk and A. De Vries, two leaders 
of the work group "Authority and Freedom," a Groningen "Silent Majority" group, 
by Coen Van Harten]} 


In Groningen, those who believe in authority have arisen and 

the movement looks as though it will become nationwide: a 
peaceful revolution of those who believe that the state has 

cause to carry the sword. The work group "Authority and Free- 
dom" has given a voice to the majority which constantly calls 
itself silent and feels its freedom to be injured by a vociferous 
minority, which attracts and holds attention to itself by illegal 
means while the authorities ineffectually watch "politics." 

Just before the provincial elections, the Groningen people 

want to fire a warning shot. The political gentlemen have 

to know how late it is. 


It all began in the office of the man who is rightly called the Carel Briels 

of Groningen, Mr C.W.L. Van Muylwijk, of the Groningen Trade Fair. He keeps 
shop on the top floor of the Euromotel: "It used to be the honeymoon suite," 

he says, "but these days, people just take up living together without a wedding. 
And even if they get married, they no longer go on a honeymoon, and who goes 

to Groningen any more on a honeymoon?" On the place where the bridal bed used 
to stand (two bedside tables still remind us of that amorous piece of furniture) 
there now stands the desk of the spokesman of Authority and Freedom. "No, 

you cannot see whac kind of room this used to be any more, but sometimes you 
can still hear it a little." The office of this advertising man and promoter 
regularly sheltered an informal group of Groningen residents who discussed 

the events of the day at about the cocktail hour there. The discussions often 
ended in cultural pessimism. Things were not going well in Groningen, in 

the Netherlands. A few times, when a Chamber Member tried to turn the spirit 
of the times, the gentlemer were strengthened in their belief that they did 

not stand alone in their gr.ef about the social decline in our country, about 
the transformation of all values, in short about everything (and that is quite 
a bit) which is Red in the nation of the Netherlands. Then they would send a 
letter of support to whoever had raised his voice against the loss of the 
country's accomplishments. Sometimes they also sent a letter to the editors 
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to the NIEUWSBLAD VAN HET NOORDEN. But to say that the club, a few businessmen 
and a lawyer, formed a dynamic factor in the play of the forces of society: 

no. The alarm at the observed phenomena of dissolution did not get any 

further than che eighth floor of the Euromotel. 


"The drop that'caused the beaker to overflow was the manner in which groups 

like Onkruit protested against the munitions shipments," says Cees Van 
Muylwijk. "First there was all of that squatting. A gentleman comes back 

from abroad and finds that there are squatters in his office. If he wants to 
get in, the police restrain him. They call it housebreaking. In his own 
office. The world has been turned upside down. And then the munitions 
shipments. It is all right to oppose them, but the organizers of the demonstra- 
tions made one big psychological mistake: they did not disassociate themselves 
from the fringe elements. When there was violence, they ought to have told 

the police: Gentlemen, will you just take these boys away, they are not part 

of us. But no, they did not disassociate themselves from them, on the contrary: 
they used them for publicity. In the same way the urban squatters’ movement, 
which was not unlikable at the outset, alienated itself from the people. 


The group of alarmed Groningen residents decided to take action against the 
activists. At the end of last month, theyplaced a four-column advertisement 

in the NIEUWSBLAD VAN HET NOORDEN: "Open letter to those who call themselves: 
demonstrators, squatters, witnesses, Onkruit, and other protest groups." The 
not particularly subtle tone can be read from such phrases - "street brawls,' 
"little disorderly groups," "law and order upside down," "y ic Red fascism," 
"all that is gradually getting to be too much for us” and "that this abscess 


should be excised from our society." 


"The right-thinking citizens, particularly of Groningen and its environs," 
were called upon to participate in a "counterdemonstration and torchlight 
march'' at the Grote Markt on Monday evening 25 January at 6:00 pm. "Let us 
give proot that all of this cannot go on, and by an impressive presence 
show the government that we are here, too, yes, and that we are in the 
majority. The silent majority ought to come out of its hiding places, but 
the members of the workgroup fearfully kept themselves anonymous. The 
signature: "A number of alarmed Groningen residents, former Resistance 
members and others." 

"Tt was wrong, that anonymity,'' says Van Muylwijk. "We were afraid of vengeance 
against our wives and children," adds A. De Vries, a member of the work 

group. 


He shows us a threatening letter, signed by, "Iwan, the leader of the Skin- 
heads,'' in which he held forth illiterately but in a manner not to be mis- 
understood against the "Orange fascists." The next day, the work group stuck 
its neck out a bit further; a new advertisement, intended for ''all of those 
who do not get any subsidies or gratis benefit payments, then, and who do 
not want any, either, " was not signed, either, but it gave two telephone 
numbers. 
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De Vries: "I was called up by a group of surgeons, a major, two aldermen." 
Van Muylwijk: ''There were six mayors." 
De Vries: "A professor, a group of agriculturalists, housewives." 


Van Muylwijk: "Someone called me up, a socialist from the flower district: 
"We are socialists. Can we go along?'" 


People also called up who felt themselves to be addressed improperly as "bene- 
fit recipients,'' who wanted to know whether or not as recipients of WW 
(unemployment Act] and WAO [Labor Disability Act] benefits, they could not go 
along too. 


"Of course you can. You do understand what we mean." The alarmed Groningen 
residents are not brilliant copywriters. Van Muylwijk refers constantly and 
by way of excuse to ''the amateurism’ of the work group. “We are not used to 
showing off in public." 


Van Muylwijk is a professional in the field of organizing folk festivals on 
the occasions of the fifth of May, the queen's day, and Groningen's 28 August, 
but he had never turned his hand to a demonstration. None the less, the 
demonstration was such a success that he was accorded a writing, for which he 
had to pay the postage himself: "Esteemed pig Van Muylwijk: I herewith 
pronounce your death if you should get it into your head to Launch another such 
demonstration, which for that matter will certainly be a big flop, for we 

are coming back with more and better-organized actions, but surely you will 

be sensible." 


The work group had cautiously laid in a batch of torches (2,000) which were 
quickly sold out at 2.50 guilders each. Estimates of the number of partici- 
pants vary from 4,000 to 6,000. "ME [Mobile Unit, the Dutch riot squad] OK" 
was heard in the inner city of Groningen, "Away with the squatters, up the 
Orange and long live the queen," and, with less historical understanding, 
"Right on ME." A petition was handed over to the municipal government, and 
at the end of trumpeter accompanied the "Wilhelmus, " which was sung at full 
voice. 


"Avoid, s'il vous plait, ail provocation and violence and observe the instruc- 
tions of the organizers and the police." That instruction on the demonstration 
pamphlet did not prevent a group of counterdemonstrators from chasing about 

10 young demonstrators, but the police were able to stop that form of self 
service. Van Muylwijk: ''We took exception to that. Indeed, everything went 
off in a very orderly manner. The tension was caused by the situation. This 
counterdemonstration was a safety valve. The ‘Wilhelmus’ channelized the 
emotions."

De Vries: "We receive telephone calls from people who say: ‘We are ready. 

We are going to attack.' I personally went out to a group of agriculturalists 
who had already gotten out their pitchforks. I got them to promise not to use 
any force. I calmed them. But I had to promise that we would keep going." 


And the work group is still going on. Nationwide. Thus far, 30,000 guilders 
of donations have come in. All across the country local action committees 
are being established. Friday evening 19 March, not accidently just 5 days 
before the elections, a forum evening will be held at the Events llall of the 
Martini Hall Center in the Groningen City Park. The alarmed Netherlands will 
get the chance for a comparison shopping study. Van Muylwijk: "There are a 
thousand hovering voices in our country. Now they will get a chance to hear 
from the parties what their position is with respect to violence." The coali- 
tion parties [Christian Democratic Appeal (CDA), Labor Party (PvdA) and Demo- 
crats of 1966 (D'66) and the VVD [People's Party for Freedom and Democracy] 
were invited, The PvdA has already refused, demands that the text of the 
advertisement in which a call to demonstrate was made be retracted. But the 
work group is not brooding over that. Roel Van Duyn of the PPR [Political 
Party of the Radicals] wanted to talk with the group. "But there is no 
sense at all in that, that would just become a shouting match. The PPR 
wanted a political discussion, but it is not a question of politics, but of 
violence." 


Text of an advertisement: "A number of journalist and radio commentators 

are trying to tie a label to us of extreme rightists, so as to discredit us 
with all of you. They are obviously rather shocked by the fact that in our 
demonstration mamy socialist people walked along, who are sick to death of 
violence and terrorism and who naturally also wish very much to be protected." 


There really is panic. In socialdemocratic circles in Groningen, people are 
shocked by the response the work group has gotten from neighborhoods which 
traditionally vote Red. But the work group, too, shows a tendency to panic. 

A critical question has already been met in the attempt to incorporate the 

work group into the Glimmerveen circuit. And it is denied convulsively that 

the work group's efforts have anything to do with politics. A striking parallel 
with the extraparliamentary actions which they are fighting is coming into 

the open: disbelief in parliamentary democracy; parliament does not represent 
the silent majority, but lets itself be dictated to by minorities. "If you 

just make a big scene, they respect you." 


No matter how apolitical the group represents itself to be, outsiders have 
already characterized it as belonging to the same category as the Viking 
Youth, Center Party, Former Fighters Legion. Unjustly: the Viking Youth did 
not appear at the demonstration, even though there were remarkably many 
young people; the suspect Center Party delegated a few dozen people, but that 
obscure group infiltrates a number of meetings, and finally, the Former 
Fighters’ Legion, no matter how unambiguously rightist, is in no way fascist, 
and for that matter has nothing whatever to do with the work group. But 

the gentlemen from Groningen have done little to prevent the impression from 
being formed that this is not the case. 


Work group member F.A. Offringa is the secretary of the OSL [Former Fighters' 
Legion] North chapter, and in that capacity he held the memorable post office 
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box number 1001, and resigned that number in favor of the work group. "We 
ought not to have done that," says Van Muylwijk, as the death of a political 
label. The issue is not, so he explains, the political persuasion of the work 
group, but its alarm. 


That alarm is expressed in emotions: "Criminals are walking around free. 
The prisons do not have any room. Perpetrators are not prosecuted by law. 
When you call the police, they do not come. The police have to come a lot 
more. 


The Chamber does pass laws, but it does not make sure that they are enforced. 
The citizen's sense of justice is affected when he gets a ticket for improper 
parking. We know that we are being pushed further and further to the Left. 
That is why we sang the ‘Wilhelmus.’ Everyone was united. It made you feel 
warm inside. Because of the emotion, I did not recognize the words any more. 
The ‘Wilhelmus’ has not sounded that way since the Liberation. If the Martini 
Tower could hear, it would have bent over." 


Those are words which do not give evidence of a great political vision, but 
no matter how poorly formulated they may be, the point is they are widely 
shared opinions, that a large portion of the populace is distressed, which 
has been denied too long by "politics." Van Muylwijk: "The silent majority 
stays home too much," 


And De Vries: "No, we do not want to act against Parliament. We are using 
the right to demonstrate to send signals to Parliament. But they are passing 
right by that signal.'' The thousands who share that feeling of powerlessness 
have been mobilized by a single appeal. 


Thousands, If--and why not?--the Groningen initiative is taken up nationally, 
it would be a question of a demonstration which could surpass the big peace 
march in Amsterdam. At first, the work group was shocked by the massive re- 
sponse, but now it is lending it self-confidence. Van Muylwijk: "At first, 

I was afraid that we might be setting something loose which could not be con- 
trolled. I spent sleepless nights over that. But now I am no longer afraid 
of that. We were on the edge. Our initiative came just in time. Now I am 
no longer afraid of escalation. They are taking the risk. We have sent our 
signal."

POLL HOLDS BUSINESSMEN PREFER PSOE OVER UCD 
Madrid EL SOCIALISTA in Spanish 10-16 Mar 82 pp 22-23 


[Text] Under the title page question "Who Is Afraid of Him?" appears a like- 
ness of Felipe Gonzalez. Inside one finds questions and opinions of various 
businessmen and the results of a poll undertaken by Emopublica, S. A. among a 
total of 367 senior executives heading firms of more than 50 employees. The 
interview form was personal and the tabulation was broken down into pro- 
vinces, activity, and size of the firm. 


From question 8 in the poll one finds that 55 percent of the respondents be- 
lieve that the next general elections will be won by the PSOE [Spanish Social- 
ist Workers Party}. Only 18.5 percent think that the winner will be the UCD 
[Democratic Center Union], while 5.2 percent project the victory going to the 
AP [Popular Alliance], and 21.3 percent did not know or did not answer. The 
periodical MERCADO explained that "the major attraction of the PSOE was found 
among businessmen under 40, of whom 61.9 percent see the Socialist party as 
the next victor." 


MERCADO, after analyzing the data yielded by the poll, stated: "A victory of 
the PSOE does not cause fear among businessmen." Further on one can read: 
"The opinion (of businessmen) is even much more favorable wher reference is 
made to its leader, Felipe Gonzalez. The respondent businessmen assign the 
following characteristics to him: 90.5 percent of the total consider him in- 
telligent; 84.5 percent see him as well-prepared; 80.3 percent view him as 
having the ability to lead; 75.2 percent consider him as ambitious; 74.9 per- 
cent as honorable; 70 percent as personable; 63.5 percent as politically 
mature; and 52.3 percent as not much of a demagogue." 


Although the businessmen prefer the AP, as becomes evident from question 4 
which asked: "For which political party do you feel most sympathy?" the 
second-ranking party is the PSOE, according to the following results: 


AP, 24.2 percent; PCE [Spanish Communist Party, 1.4 percent; PSOE, 14.4 per- 
cent; UCD, 13.9 percent. Other leftist parties, 3.8 percent. Other rightist 
parties, 5.2 percent. No answer: 37.1 percent. 


After analyzing these responses the review MERCADO added: "The big surprise 
relates to the PSOE-—-or the UCD, depending on one's viewpoint--because the 
Socialists are the second-ranking party in enjoying the favor of businessmen 
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"with their 14.4 percent compared to 13.9 percent for the UCD. The difference 
is very small but extremely significant." 


Interest in Politics 


The poll taken among businessmen indicated that the latter are interested in 
politics and that they are at least as interested now as in 1979. Those who 
confessed that they are little interested in politics were in a minority. To 
the question "What is your opinion of the performance of the leaders of the 
following parties?" the response was as follows:

As is seen, and in the same way as was mentioned above regarding the [party] 
preferences of businessmen, the latter have a better opinion of the [leader- 
ship of the] PSOE than of the UCD even though--logically—-their most favorable 
and least unfavorable opinion relates to the AP. 


These polled businessmen consider by a substantial majority, that is, 59.7 per- 
cent, that the PSOE is a party of the Center Left (only for 1.1 percent of the 
respondents does the PSOE belong to the extreme Left and for 34.3 percent to 
the Left, while 3.8 percent characterized it as belonging to the Center). 

These same businessmen believe to the extent of 42.2 percent--representing the 
majority of responses--that the UCD is a Center-Right party and that the AP-- 
to the extent of 66.2 percent of expressed opinions--is a party of the Right. 


The respondent businessmen do not believe that the anticipated elections will 
be held and, while a majority of them expressed the opinion that the PSOE 
would win, they do not believe that it would form a coalition with the PCE. 
The coalition which is favored by most is one of the UCD and the AP, favored 
by 35.8 percent of expressed opinions. The second option in terms of prefer- 
ence is one formed by the PSOE and the UCD, with 28.3 percent support. 


The poll published this week by MERCADO has more data, but we shall not try to 


reduce all of them here. Let us, however, quote the last two paragraphs which 
the periodical published by way of summary: 
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"On balance one notices a change in businessmen's attitudes regarding their ex- 
pectations from a Socialist government. Naturally, they would not be ecstatic 
if there is a change of guard in the office of the prime minister but an im- 
portant fact becomes evident, which is that nearly a quarter of the respon- 
dent businessmen qualify this possible change as favorable for the country's 
economy even though 24.8 percent consider it to be indifferent and 45 percent 
unfavorable. But, even among this last group, those tending to answer that 
they view such a change very unfavorably present no more than 7.4 percent of 
the total. 


"This shift in attitude is also evident in the perceived consequences for the 
firm. The old--and even recent--fear regarding a Socialist government has 
been diluted significantly because, according to the respondents, 12 percent 
are of the opinion that a PSOE victory would be favorable to their own enter- 
prise. There is another highly illustrative figure--that representing those 
who consider it unfavorable, namely, 28.4 percent, which would also have been 
incredible a short while ago."

GUERRA FEELS THAT UCD'S PERCEIVED PETTINESS COULD LEAD TO EARLY ELECTIONS 
Madrid EL SOCIALISTA in Spanish 17-23 Mar 82 pp 21-22 


[Text] It was early evening on Sunday. The Federal Committee had completed 
its work, Alfonso Guerra [deputy secretary general of the PSOE--Spanish 
Socialist Workers Party] summed up for EL SOCIALISTA the most important as- 
pect of the discussions in "a Federal Committee which, in effect, has had a 
significant role in nearly every subject. It is probable that our colleagues 
may think that this Federal Committee is more inclined to political discus- 
sion than others." 


While the first point on the agenda was the analysis of the government's per- 
formance, the second item, to a large extent the climax, was the most impor- 
tant for its protagonist. What was involved was to study the strategy for the 
next few months. In speaking Guerra had explained to his assistants on the 
dot of 8 o'clock on Saturday all that the PSOE's strategy had to be, and this 
is how he summed it up nearly 18 hours later: 


"An extensive analysis of the strategy has been made, and we believe that this 
involves responsibility. We are the only political force with wide social . 
support. The PSOE will not force situations, but it will indeed show up the 
weakness of the UCD [Democratic Center Union] government." 


[Question] How far does this Socialist responsibility not to cause such 
tensions as to bring about the dissolution of parliament go? Up to what point 
can it be borne by the PSOE? 


[Answer] It is clear that we believe in responsibility and we are providing 
evidence of this fact repeatedly. Now then, if our responsibility is used for 
partisan purposes, for the sake of electoral advantage or with transparent 
signs of seeking direct confrontation, our responsibility ends that very day. 
We are in favor of discussing public issues such as the ANE [National Agree- 
ment on Employment] or LOAPA [Organic Harmonization Law of the Autonomous 
Process], and we shall continue to support the government on public issues. 
However, if petty, splintering attitudes surface, then we shall move toward 
confrontation. 


[Question] A confrontation which could indeed lead to elections whose time 
has practically arrived and one only has to see how people travel during 
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weekends and what weekends are like. Do these elections scare the Social- 
ists? 


[Answer] Absolutely not. We are prepared to wage an electoral campaign at 
any time, Our intention, our design, and the best way to consolidate demo- 
cracy is for the legislative body to run its course, for the chambers not to 
be dissolved before a year is up, which is what is indicated. 


There are many reasons to aim for this--first, because one has to wait and see 
how the 23-F [23 February 1981 attempted coup] trial concludes; also, because 
it is necessary to scrutinize thoroughly, if it is to be remedied, the issue 
of the economic recession and more specifically the dramatic matter of unem- 
ployment, which already affects nearly two million Spaniards; in addition, 
because it is necessary to put an end to terrorist violence which, even 
though it has subsided, can resurface again. 


Historic Project 


It is not the Socialists--Alfonso Guerra's comments made this clear--who seek 
elections already. For them it is better to wait "because it is necessary to 
consolidate democracy." 


[Question]! After this meeting of the Federal Committee is it clear what the 
historic plan of the Socialists is? 


[Answer] Yes, naturally, the plan of a party for a change in society, to im- 
prove Life, to seek equality by achieving a more even distribution of the 
country's wealth. I believe that our message is clear to society. We are 
the only force which has dreams and which can translate them into a more 
modern and freer society. 


{Question} And all of this from the basis of a strong party and one which is 
absolutely united, without splintering. 


[Answer] The party is solid and is united, but the party is not and should 
not be uniform, In the long run there has not been uniformity of votes even 
though there have been matters widely approved but also broadly debated. 


The Question of the Vice Minister 


Even though the purpose of our talk with Alfonso Guerra was basically to hear 
his version of the Federal Committee's meeting, it was impossible not to 
seize the occasion to try to throw light on the efforts against him under- 
taken by the Vice Minister of defense: "In truth there is nothing new and 
there have not been any surprises. I believe that what is involved is a joke 
on the part of the minister who, even though he is the advocate of the gov- 
ernment and, I believe, a deputy, is unaware of the standards on which the 
state and the chamber are run. It is appropriate that he should find out." 
However, a letter from the vice minister of defense has reached the office of 
the congress asking whether Alfonso Guerra is or is not a parliamentarian. 
"This civilian vice minister of defense, called Serra, seemed to be a capable 
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young man when he was appointed, according to what is said, but now he is 
doing things that do not make much sense. He has signed two documents up to 
this point and which I know of--one of them was to award a medal to a captain 
who was sentenced for insulting the king and whose medal was conferred because 
he fell from his horse. The other document asks whether I am a parliamentar~- 
ian. He could have done it out of ignorance and for that reason addressed 
himself to the chamber or he could have done it through contempt for the 
Constitution, which enunciates clearly how things ought to be done in such 
cases. He could also have done it because he wishes to appear to be de- 
serving in front of some institution--it is not clear which of these motiva- 
tions applies. 


[Question] Alfonso, regarding the communication from the court, what was dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Federal Committee about the 23-F trial? 


[Answer] We received and provided some information on the subject and we made 
some political evaluations. 


Other Topics 


The Federal Committee had a lengthy agenda. Alfonso Guerra found additional 
important items such as the following: '"The creation of a committee for 
economic study, progress in the preparation of the Organic Conference of 
Statutes, and the definitive organization of the CEF [Federal Executive Com- 
mittee]. It was already operating more or less like this. With modifica- 
tions, the Federal Committee has approved this structure of functions. 


[Question] Finally, Alfonso, was there discussion of Andalucia? 


[Answer] Yes, obviously, because this is an important electoral fact that 

can indicate where the support of the people lies. There is talk of Andalucia 
without triumphalism, a trap into which we cannot fall. We hold 33 percent of 
the votes according to the latest electoral results. We shall hang on to 

them and if we obtain even more, all the better, but striving to do so and 
without triumphalism.

CEOE FAILING TO MOBILIZE CENTER-RIGHT VOTE IN ANDALUSIA 
Madrid EL PAIS in Spanish 14 Mar 82 p 53

Support from Business as Andalusian Elections Approach"]} 


[Text] The campaign to stir up interest in the coming Andalusian elections 
which was organized by businessmen of the region and the top ranks of the em- 
ployers has had very little success up to now. The managerial presence is 
almost nonexistent as a movement, and the collection of funds to combat voter 
abstention and to support centrist and rightist groups is much less successful 
than was expected. As a result, the CEOE [Spanish Confederation of Business 
Organizations] from Madrid and the Confederation of Andalusian Businessmen 
(CEA) have created support groups and have "freed" various managers and tech- 
nicians to travel through Andalusia and shake up the bases, which are not 
sufficiently motivated with the autonomous elections only two months away. 
Among the people selected for this mission is the former director general of 
the National Institute of Employment, Miguel Angel Olalla. 


The Andalusian businessmen, two months away from the election, are moving at 
a slow pace in developing the publicity campaign to prevent the voter ab- 
stention that, according to them, would lead inevitably to a victory by the 
left, and in particular by the Spanish Socialist Workers Party (PSOE). Up 
until now there have been nothing more than statements from the CEOE leaders, 
from Madrid and from the CEA about the desirability of that campaign, but 

it has not yet taken shape into anything specific. The reason for this is, 
very probably, that the event is still distant, and greater attention is be- 
ing paid to another type of political situation, like the 23 February trial, 
whose outcome will have an influence on the results. 


The figures speak for themselves. Of the 400 million which it was said would 
make up the total amount of the business contribution to the Andalusian elec- 
tions, only 13 million had been collected in the province of Seville up until 
last week, according to a high business leader. In view of this situation, 
it is expected that most of the sum which the Andalusian employers will spend 
to combat voter abstention and explain the advantages of voting for any of 
the center and right will have to be contributed by the banking groups of 

the area. 
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Scanty Social Structure 


"Andalusia is not Catalonia, and not even Galicia," declared a leader of the 
employers in explaining some of this apathy, In Andalusia, the employers' 
movement is of very recent origin, and the business social infrastructure is 
small and has little experience in fighting political battles. In the 
Catalonian elections, the businessmen got busy and managed to collect a sub- 
Stantial amount of money in small amounts "squeezed out with difficulty" at 
numerous meetings of businessmen in cities and towns. Inside National Labor 
Promotion, the Catalonian employers' association, and in the CEOE they con- 
Sider that active business "militance" was one of the determining factors in 
Jordi Pujol's victory and in the loss of influence of the socialists, who up 
until then were the predominant force in Catalonia. In Galicia, where the 
businessmen officially spent the sum of 110 million pesetas, the Popular Al- 
liance victory was also interpreted by the employers' association as their 
own success. There was a very strong publicity campaign against voter ab- 
stention. "It is not true, as has been repeated in the media," said a vice 
president of the CEOE, "that the employers leaned over backward to help the 
Popular Alliance. Four times as much aid was given to the UCD [Democratic 
Center Union]. What happened was that this political group frankly operated 
badly." 


In both cases, the recruitment of businessmen was significant, and certainly 
unprecedented in recent history. They would like to carry over the good re- 
sults achieved to Andalusia, taking into account the special conditions exist- 
ing there, and the fact that most public opinion and the polls show the left 
to be clearly in the lead. 


A poll taken by the CEA reaffirmed this situation, and therefore many business- 
men consider it a lost cause. Jose Antonio Segurado, vice president of the 
CEOE, held a press conference a short time ago in which he denied that defeat 
was inevitable. He was criticized among the top employers for his intemper- 
ance, but much applauded among the business bases in the province of Madrid. 


A Clear Idea 


Within the CEOE, the approach of tlie Andalusian elections and the possibility 
of general elections before the end of the year have speeded up the process 
of discussion. "At this time we are already beginning to get our ideas 
straight," one of their representatives declared. "Up until now we only had 
personal statements from some of our leaders, without any internal cohesion," 


It is not customary to have political discussions in any of the formal govern- 
ing bodies of the employers’ organizations. In the general assemblies and on 
the boards of directors, the subjects are touched upon in a very superficial 
way. On the executive committee, political strategy is discussed more ex- 
tensively; but it is in the so-called "second echelon” that subjects are 

dealt with most thoroughly. This informal second echelon is in charge of 

the task of preparing the meetings of the executive committee. Its members 
are Carlos Ferrer, the six vice presidents of the CEOE (Arturo Gil, Igaacio 
Briones, Segurado, Perez de Bricio, Gonzalez Estefani, and Alfredo Molinas), 














and the secretary general, Jose Maria Cuevas. This "second echelon" has 
studied the situation in Andalusia, and has made the decision, along with 
the presidents and secretaries general of the eight Andalusian business 
confederations, to support the election campaign from Madrid. 


The coordinator of the whole campaign will be Jose Maria Cuevas, although the 
secretary general of the CEOE firmly denies this, and states that the coordin- 
ating center is in Andalusia. According to other sources which are equally 
representative of the employers, Cuevas is the person who is coordinating the 
working team which supports the CEA and Miguel Angel Olalla, one of its most 
distinctive men in Seville. 


Olalla was appointed director of the National Institute of Employment (INEM), 
Jesus Sancho Rof being Minister of Labor, Health and Social Security. In the 
report on the council of ministers session in which he was appointed, it was 
said of him: "Since 1976 he has been director general of Abengoa Industrial 
Relations, S.A., member of the executive committee of the Federation of Metal 
Businesses of Seville and of the Industrial Assembling Businesses 

Group; member of the permanent committee of the Confederation of Seville Busi- 
nessmen [CES]; member of the Labor Relations Committees of FEDEME, CES, 
Confemetal and CEOE." 


Olalla is characterized by some of the businessmen who were consulted as 
"Martin Villa-ists," like Jose Maris Cuevas and a large number of the CEOE 
apparatus, (like Fabian Marquez and Julio Sanchez Fierro, labor advisor and 
director of the department of labor relations of the top employers" group). 
This collection of people, all close to one of the political factions of the 
UCD, disturbs some typical businessmen, who do not feel any identification 
with it. 


Campaign Philosophy 


The businessmen's campaign philosophy in Andalusia is very closely related to 
the new direction which the top employers have taken. After some months in 
which they have been explicitly injecting themselves into politics, there has 
been a quite visible external change in recent weeks. 


In the general assembly of two weeks ago, Carlos Ferrer Salat gave a moderate 
speech in which he made no direct political criticism of the government and 
opposition. The reasons for this change, which also has been under study in 
the "second echelon" of the employers’ group, have to do with the atmosphere 
of jittery nerves that had become evident after the departure of the CEOE 
from the support committee of the ANE [National Agreement on Employment] and 
the criticism of the Social Security Reform Committee. 


The banks, the main financial backers of the CEOE, must have warned Ferrer 
Salat and his team about the need not to radicalize the atmosphere in view 
of those coming elections, and about the necessity to accept the probable 
socialist victory without adopting a "scorched earth" policy. 
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"The banks hold che power; they don't say so, although everyone knows it 
intuitively," a businessman explained to this newspaper. "We should do the 
same: make use of our share of the power, but without shouting about it." 


Thus, the official business campaign in Andalusia will consist of com- 
bating voter abstention and managing to have the businessmen bring in along 
with their own votes those of the persons closest to them (for each busi- 
nessman's vote there are four or five from his family); also, they will ex- 
plain the importance of the Autonomy Statute, and will clarify, according to 
their points of view, the meaning of each of the existing options. 


"If we succeed in doing this, the PSOE will never have a majority in 
Andalusia, and a Center-Right coalition would be able to govern, with par- 
ticipation of the AP [Popular Alliance], UCD and the party of Clavero 
Arevalo," declared an agricultural businessman from Jerez de la Frontera.

GOVERNMENT'S PROGRAM TO aID SMALL INDUSTRY DESCRIBED 
Madrid ACTUALIDAD ECONOMICA in Spanish 11 Mar 82 pp 48, 51 
[Article by J. A. R.: "Moving Forces for Employment" ] 


[Text] In 1982, Spanish industrial policy is going to launch an old "per- 
former" who had been forgotten--small and medium industry--on the road to 
stardom. All through 1982 the Pymes [Small and Medium Businesses] are going 
to share top billing with the National Energy Plan (PEN) and the Law of In- 
dustrial Reconversion, for one convincing reason: the ability of the Pymes 
to create employment is much greater than that of the big companies and 
requires smaller investments. 


The action which the Ministry of Industry is going to take through the Insti- 
tute for Small and Medium Industry (IMPI) will be concentrated in the fields 
of business training and promotion, the improvement of services to the Pymes, 
and financial support, "since the objectives we want to achieve with the 
policy of supporting small and medium industry are: advancement of tech- 
nology, the promotion of businesses as moving forces for employment and the 
improvement of the financial structures of the Pymes," as Rafael Serrano 
Altimiras, director general of Industrias Alimentarias and Pymes told 
ACTUALIDAD ECONOMICA. 


Priority to Technology 


In regard to business training, the goal which the IMPI has laid out is to 
maintain the pace of what was achieved last year. In 1981, it gave 211 
training courses, which meant tripling the work of training carried out in 
1980; and it supported this work financially with a contribution of 32 million 
pesetas. "The idea is to keep up the line of growth, but to give special em- 
phasis to everything which has a technological and innovative content, and is 
related to the problem of financing the Pymes." 


The work of the IMPI during recent years has been channeled through the ter- 
ritorial units: offices which were opened all over Spain, which up to now 
have carried out the important task of giving advice and rendering services 
to the small and medium businessman. But perhaps they have not done all 
that was expected, because of lack of coordination between the institute and 
the business organizations. 
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"In the course of this year we want to coordinate our actions with the busi- 
hess organizations and chambers of commerce, so as to establish some permanent 
offices to provide integral services to the small bisinessman," said Serrano. 
These offices would, then, work for cooperation and coordination of actions, 
and not toward opening new premises. 'The new IMPI establishments, like the 
one recently opened in Malaga or those upcoming in Tenerife and Murcia, will 
be set up in the very headquarters of the chambers of commerce or of the 
businessmen's groups, with an eye toward efficiency and greater use of re- 
sources." 


Business Promotion 


The major project for 1982 is the starting up of a series of societies involv- 
ing public participation for promotion of employment and the creation of busi- 
nesses, inspired by the example of the French National Agency for Employment: 

societies in which all organizations having to do with the promotion of busi- 

ness activity will participate--Sepyme, chambers of commerce, etc.--as well 

as local financial institutions. 


The first pilot experiment is going to take place in Malaga; and the goal, in 
the final analysis, will be the recycling of the personnel affected by the 
process of industrial reconversion. The participation of the IMPI in these 
societies will range between 20 and 30 percent. In the context of this 
policy of support to the Pymes, the minister of industry a month or so ago 
created the ARPEGIO Society (Area of Business Promotion with Organized In- 
dustrial Management), which may be an example of what is sought for with the 
business promotion bodies. The new society possesses capital of 30 million 
pesetas, which the IMPI, the Madrid Chamber of Commerce and the Tres Cantos 
Real Estate Development are sharing in equal parts; and it is setting up a 
kind of mini-industrial estate in which there will be 15 small sites for 
such businesses as joint telephone and accounting services, legal services, 
security, etc. 


The development is under construction, and it is thought that it will begin 
to function inside of six months. As part of the conditions of rental, 
ARPEGIO will provide common services, which will undoubtedly reduce the gen- 
eral expenses of the small companies which locate there. The CDTI and the 
General Directorate of Technology have also cooperated in this project, with 
the latter contributing a grant of at least 50 million pesetas, justified by 
the "sine qua non" condition that the companies interested in locating in 
this industrial site must develop technological projects. 


Financing of the Pymes 


The third field of operation of this policy of support for small and medium 
industry will be in the financial area. In this regard, the creation of new 
reciprocal guarantee companies (SGR) will continue to play a leading role. 

In the course of this year, at least 12 will be established—the procedure 

is now under way--in fact, last month the first one, Busaval, was set up. The 
IMPLI is participating with an average of 20 percent of the capital in 21 of 
the 25 now in existence--to which it has paid out 386 million pesetas. 
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On the other hand, a strong impetus has been given to the second endorse- 
ment from the state, which is rising from 8,000 to 15,000 pesetas, which will 
strengthen the role of the SGRs. The IMPI is also participating with 27 mil- 
Lion pesetas in the Mixed Corporation of the second endorsement, to which 
must be added a participation of 35 percent (99 million pesetas) in Sogasa, 
the society for guarantee of the SGRs themselves, which operates in a way 
similar to reinsurers in the field of insurance. 


Finally, it will be necessary to mention the change in the regulations of 

the IMPI, by which the interest rates of loans for the creation of new busi- 
nesses will be subsidized. The conditions for the subsidies, according to what 
Rafael Serrano has told ACTUALIDAD ECCNOMICA, are: 


The amount may not exceed 20 million pesetas, which will be able to benefit at 
least 500 new projects, because the line of credit agreed upon with the finan- 
cial organizations--banks and savings banks--is 10 billion pesetas; 


A minimum term of repayment of 18 months is being established, although the 
period subsidized is three years; 


Only businesses with less than 100 employees will be able to obtain the sub- 
Sidized loans. 

"The essential thing," warned Serrano, “is not the three-point subsidy, but to 
obtain preferential rates of interest in advance for this type of project, so 
that the interest which the businessman will have to pay will never be more 
than 13.5 percent."

PAPER FINDS FALLDIN LACKING SKILL AS MINORITY RULE LEADER

[text/ The disagreement in the Riksdag between the non-socialist parties on the 
subjects of budget policy and the economy of the municipal regions is illustra- 
tive of several things in Swedish political life. Light is shed not only on the 
points at issue but on the tactical play as well, on the conditions of a minor- 
ity government, on the government's methods of working and not least on Prime 
Minister Thorbjorn Falldin'’s personal manner of functioning and his ability to 
lead the work of the government. 


Experience of the three-party governments already shows problems on the last 
point. Falldin himself delves deeply into the issues. This need not depend on- 
ly on unwillingness to delegate but also on weaknesses in the composition of the 
staff in the cabinet office. But it is the prime minister and no one else who 
is responsible for the choice of his personal collaborators. 


[f the prime minister tends to become the one who makes decisions on individual 
subject matters and if the officials in the cabinet office are not sufficient, 
the prime minister's chief obligations on the inner level will suffer, that is 
to say those of being responsible for the coordination in broad outlines of the 
government work and for the necessary political contact work. 


In a minority government these shortcomings become particularly disturbing, be- 
cause the prime minister must assume chief responsibility for piloting the gov- 
ernment proposals on large and important issues through the Riksdag. 


in this area Thorbjorn Falldin has much to learn from U.S. presidents Lyndon 
Johnson and Ronald Reagan. They realized that they had the main responsibility 
for piloting the government's proposals through Congress. And they succeeded 
--in the case of Reagan up to now, one must add, to be sure--through intense and 
clever political contact work. 


How clumsy the present government's and government leader's manner of acting on 
the issues of budget policy and the municipal economy appears in comparison. 


Now, the only hot issue from the aspect of voting, the issue of the municipal 
economy, will probably be settled before the Riksdag decision on 10 March. This 
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presumes, of course, that both sides set aside their principal viewpoints and 
agree to a short-term compromise, which makes no commitments for the future. 


The ongoing discussion of whether the governme:.t should resign after losing a 
vote in the Riksdag is nevertheless not uninteresting. 


The Social Democrats maintain that the government should resign. The Conserva- 
tives say that it certainly doesn't have to. And the government parties them- 
selves are surrounding the issue with well-calculated uncertainty from the as- 
pect of negotiation. Or, in other words, they are lying in wait. 


{n this discussion, the question of when a government should resign is in no way 
judged on the basis of fundamental parliamentary principles, the significance of 
the actual issues or the political consequences in the long run. Oh no, the re- 
Signation issue is used exclusively as an instrument in the shortsighted party- 
political game. 


It does not make a gooOd impression and it can scarcely increase the respect of 
the Swedish people for the politicians. 


How should a minority government generally behave in order to achieve approval 
of decisive matters by the Riksdag? 


(t is reasonable that before submitting the proposal the government should have 
assured itself of parliamentary support as regards the main outlines of the pro- 
posal either by the Social Democrats or by the Conservatives. This is the re- 
sponsibility of the prime minister. After that, there must be negotiations in 
the parliamentary committee about the details. But on particularly important 
issues the prime minister must keep an eye on the whole thing in committee as 
well. ) 


On the other hand, the government cannot just submit important decisions and 
then declare that if it does not get what it wants it will resign. A government 
and a government leader acting in this manner have not really understood what 
eovernment responsibility means. 


Thorbjorn Falldin has reason to reflect on what changes in his work are caused 
by the minority rulestatus. It would be a pity if the result were that the end 
of the Falldin case became the end of Falldin.

ULLSTEN SEEKS ELECTORAL COOPERATION--"Close cooperation between the Liberal Par- 
ty and the Center Party is necessary in the election this fall," said Liberal 
leader Ola Ullsten in Mellerud on Sunday. "Both parties are also intent on do- 
ing so. In today’s political situation the voters need a stable alternative to 
the forces on the right and left which otherwise threaten to totally dominate 
Swedish politics. The two government parties will support a more austere policy 
in the election than the Conservatives and the Social Democrats. The economic 
reality demands it. We cannot, like the Social Democrats, promise major new 
spending in area after area. If the Social Democrats come to power they would 
either be forced to break the world record for broken campaign promises or they 
would consciously undermine the Swedish economy. The Conservatives’ rejection 
of the extensive tax reform before the Riksdag this spring is regrettable. Al- 
though this involves the biggest marginal tax cut ever, they are not satisfied. 
Moreover, taxes should be reduced by additional enormous amounts. The Swedish 
state finances can't take this in a situation of extensive budget deficit."

[Text] [Question] Is the steady concentration of official visits between 
Turkey and the Middle Eastern and Islamic nationsl coincidental or is it the 
precursor of a new strategy in international relations? 


[Answer] All of these visits must be assessed within the framework of the 
importance we have given to the Middle Eastern dimension in our foreign 
policy since 12 September and our determination to develop our relations 
with the nations of this region. The rapid succession of recent visits has 
no other significance. The recent visits must be seen as part of the im- 
plementation of this policy. 


[Question] What are our political and economic expectations from these 
visits? 


[Answer} One must separate the political from the economic. Our policy is 
not one which holds our economic interests first, but reflects our attitude 
on Middle Eastern problems and our historical and spiritual ties with the 
regional nations. The goal of this policy is not economic gain. 


In the economic area, development of our relations must be considered from 
the angle of bilateral interests and, at the same time, from the angle of 
strengthening diplomatic and cultural relations. If we take economic rela- 
tions exclusively, the maximum exercise of the potential for commercial and 
economic cooperation with Middle Eastern states is to the benefit of both 
Turkey and these nations. The important thing for us is to take advantage 
of the expanding markets in the area, to increase exports, to find business 
opportunities for our firms and to relieve the employment problem by sending 


our workers to these nations. Great success was achieved in these areas in 
1981. 


In the years ahead, our economic cooperation is expected to expand into yet 
other areas to include varied cooperation, in particular, the attraction of 
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capital from Middle Eastern countries, joint investments and financing facil- 
ities. 


The agreement on economic cooperation reached during the visit of our head of 
state to Kuwait is interesting in this respect. Turgut Ozal's recent trip to 
Iran was also very productive. Even though the potential for cooperation with 
Syria is not on the same scale, it is still important. 


[Question] Do you think it possible to form the Islamic Common Market sug- 
gested on various occasions by certain countries or individuals? If so, would 
Turkey join such an economic community? 


[Answer] This does not seem to be an idea whose realization in the predictable 
future would be possible. The Islamic countries are scattered in Asia, Africa 
and the Middle East. They do not constitute a regional unit. Moreover, their 
policies fan over a broad range trom the most conservative etatism to the most 
liberal economy. Economic integration may be easier among certain states in 
the same locale such as the Gulf states, but it would be difficult for such 

a market to encompass all Islamic nations. 


[Question] Have these visits obtained the results to fulfill our expecta- 
tions politically and economically? 


[Answer] Politically, the important thing is the strengthening of mutual 
confidence and solidarity with all these nations. The results in this area 
are most satisfactory. Economically, we must divide our expectations into 
long-term and short-term ones and take a realistic approach. The results 
achieved in 1981 were beyond our expectations. This has to do on the one 
hand with the appropriateness of the policy we are pursuing at home and 
abroad and on the other, to an extent, with conjunctural conditions. While 
continuing our efforts for their expansion, ovr exports cannot be expected 
to increase every year with the dazzling speed of this year, but, in contrast, 
it would be appropriate to expect developments in such areas as investments, 
joint initiatives, the development of tourism from the Islamic nations to 
Turkey and banking relationships. Our economic and commercial ties will 
reach a very high level in the long run for Sure. 


[Question] Have you seen any positive effects on our relations with the Arab 
and Islamic nations from our abstention in the UN vote on the annexation of 
the Golan Heights and our continued relations with Israel? 


[Answer] One must look at this vote in its true dimensions. This vote 
doubtless was not welcomed by the Arab countries, but Turkish-Arab relations 
are deep enough not to be uprooted by one vote. None of these nations asses- 
Ses our policy within the framework of a single aspect, but in sum. They are 
very understanding when we explain the reasons for not voting affirmatively 
in that vote. We stress to them that our position in the United Nations is 
not an element with enduring effect on our policy. Many articles appeared 

in our press on this, roundly criticizing the ministry. I am not worried 
about these criticisms, but on the contrary am happy to see the sensitivity 











of our public opinion in this regard and how deep a commitment Turkey nurtures 
to the Arab cause. Moreover, Mr Evren's speech in Kuwait fully clarified the 
issue, 


We continually stress that our relations with Israel are kept at the minimum 
level and that relations at this level can have no effect on our policy to- 
ward the Arabs. Doubtless the Arabs' desire is that we completely sever 
these relations. And they have not hesitated to express this as well, but 
neither do they feign incomprehension of the delicate balances of our foreign 
policy. 


[Question] Turkey's policy of developing its relations with the Middle East 
is being interpreted in certain Western circles and the press as a sign of a 
gradual Turkish tendency to break from the West and seek new alternatives. 
What are your views on this? 


[Answer] Turkey has no intention of changing its strategy. Turkey is not so 
devoid of past experience, either, as to pursue a single-dimension foreign 
policy. We regard all dimensions of our policy as complementary. Our true 
friends in Europe are happy that Turkey is opening to the Middle East and see 
no conflict in this with our structural cooperation with the Western world. 
On the contrary, they believe that the strengthening of Turkey's position in 
the Middle East will be good for them as well. But it is true, of course, 
that certain circles are trying to get Turkey to break with the West.

FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES FOR NEW CONSTITUTION SUGGESTED 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 28 Mar 82 p 2

[Text] The most important stepping stone in the restoration of democracy is 
the writing of the new constitution and its confirmation by the public. The 
constitution will embody the standards of legitimacy and symbols of author- 
ity which will be common to the political, social and economic order to be 
forged. Looking at it this way, one will see that the following principles 
must form the foundation of the constitution to be written. 


As known, democracy has risen out of revolution everywhere in the world. The 
Ataturkist reforms and our Republic in Turkey were a democratic revolution 

in the fullest sense. The national sovereignty which makes peace, solidarity 
and progress of society possible, supremacy of the law, human rights and 
liberties, the secular social order and the concept of the social state are 
all the product of the Ataturkist reforms. 


Ataturkist thought represents virtually the only ideology which comprehends 
these principles and standards, at the same time, in such a way as to guard 
our society against the fanatic mind fixes which still continue to divide 
humanity today, because it is based on simple, straightforward and indepen- 
dent-minded criticism of capitalism and socialism both. Its ability to form 
the most trustworthy basis for democracy in our society derives from this 
characteristic. 


In this sense, the Ataturkist concept of the world, society and humanity is 
a superior contribution to the cultivation and practice of democracy for all 
civilized men. The new constitution should thus proclaim its adoption of 
Ataturkist ideology in essence and in general as the fundamental morality 
and mainstay of Turkish democracy. 


The democracy-based core of this ideology is, in Ataturk's own words: 
National Assembly Principle: "Gentlemen, any person or nation may be moved 


to revolution. But only by extending the revolution to the will of the 
nation is it possible to capture the interests of the entire nation. The 
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"ability to do this has been found in the world only when national assemblies 
assumed the task." 


Structure Built from the Ground Up: "As long as individuals fail to think 
for themselves, a society may be guided by anyone, for good or ill.... 
Doubtless, the conduct of any affair from the top downward is unavoidable at 
the outset. But a structure which rises form the true base upward, from the 
foundation to the roof, is a sound structure. It is, then, a national duty, 
a patriotic duty, to strive for realization of such a structure. 


"That the government should be found in the hands of limited individuals or 
classes is a situation which the existence of the nation can never accept. 
This method (oligarchy), which prohibits participation -of the entire nation 
in the running of the state, by the majority, is nothing other than the as- 
sumption by force by one class of the sovereignty belonging to the nation 
in general." 


Economic Duties of the State: "In order to determine the principle appropri- 
ate for pursuit by our state: let us review briefly the points on which the 
‘individualists' and the 'etatists' stand as well as the telling character- 
istics of democracy: ...economic and sometimes social affairs have to do, 
from one aspect, with the welfare of individuals. It is because of this 

that the individualists view the state's interference in these affairs as 

an encroachment on individual liberty. But there are also points within 
these atfairs which directly touch on and are concerned with the common good 
of the entire nation, Flor this reason, it would be appropriate to accept the 
points on which the etatists are right.... The private welfare ultimately 
depends on competition. Yet the ecmomic order cannot be based on this 
alone. There are social drawbacks to free enterprise also: leaving the 

weak in competition with the strong. In principle, the state should not 
replace the individual, but should bear in mind the general conditions for 
the betterment of the individual." 


As regards the democratic rights and liberties in particular, the general con- 
cept and spirit of the constitution should be set forth so clearly as to leave 
no room for uncertainty. A basis for commob ground on which each citizen may 
voice his own views and needs, in my opinion, is attainable only through such 
a concept of liberty as this: "Constitutional rights and liberties cannot 

be granted to the forms or underlying views, attitudes, behavior and actions 
conducive to the use of brute force or aggressive tendencies of any kind 

among the citizens.” This principle should be made clear in the constitution 
ani should be tied to enforcement through judiciary oversight. This would be 
a tremendous contribution towards keeping the great majority of the dissident 
population inside the harmonious solidarity within the framework of a concept 
>t democracy for all, Ataturk's thought in this regard are such as to set 

the standard: "What so highly regarded a sense of individual liberty por- 
trays in a civilized and democratic nation cannot be explained in which is 
considered the absolute sense of the word liberty. The liberty in question 

is social and civic human liberty. For this reason, in thinking individual 
liberty, one must bear in mind the common good of each individual and ulti- 
mately of the entire nation, as well as the existence of the state.... The 











"standard of individual liberty should not allow the state to become ineffectu- 
al. A society without government or with a weak system of government ulti- 
mately finds itself with everyone in conflict with everyone else. The sub- 
stitute for this conflict must be a form which does not choke off the liberty 
of the majority. This substituting must not go so far as to do injury to 
individual responsibility, initiative and development.... Liberty, it is 

thus seen, is established by coercion but is preserved by showing tolerance 

for all and noninterference." 


In that the above standards are essential to democracy, the discharge of them 
must be placed under the constitutional safeguard of an effective, strong and 
dependable public administration that is broadly independent of whichever 
political party is in power. 


Awareness among the citizenry, however diversified their interests, that they 
inhabit a common ground and cultural foun ation and that even their diversi- 
fied interests have meaning and value only insofar as they are able to stake 
their claim on this common ground can come about and flourish only in con- 
junction with an effective, strong and dependable public administration. 


Also for social, economic and cultural development fundamental to the suc- 
cess and constancy of democracy, this is the kind of public administration 
needed: cumulative knowledge and experience, the reward of competence, con- 
tinuity and high quality of service and the inspiration of confidence in 
dealing with the public--these are the most fundamental conditions for eco- 
nomic, social and cultural development. 


Moreover, the salaries and wages of public employees must be prevented from 
falling so low as to deprive the public administration of the qualified in- 
dividuals it has trained. This matter of cumulative knowledge and experience 
is an imperative~-from the standpoint of consistency in administration and 
the climate of trust in relations with the public. 


The effective and decisive functioning of democracy is closely related to edu- 
cation of the citizenry, and especially the younger generations, as to its 
basic institutions, rules and symbols. The place where the most efficacious 
education for democracy could take place is in the schools at all levels. 

No other major institution is as suited to a systematic and impartial cur- 
riculum for education of democracy as the schools. Clearly, the political 
parties, unions and professional organizations and pressure and interest 
groups tend toward indoctrination of those who already wear glasses of a 
given tint rather than the independent-minded citizen. In order that the 
citizen might comprehend the morality, practice and psychology of democracy 
as well as its institutions, rules and fundamental thought, it is imperative 
that "Civics" be taught in the schools. 


From this standpoint, the teaching of Ataturkist thought and the Ataturkist 

reforms in essence and in general at every level and every curriculum of the 
schools will ultimately raise the effectiveness of the schools in education 

for democracy. As Ataturk said: 








"The school instructs young minds in respect for mankind, love of country and 
nation, honor and independence." "Our national culture must be nourished and 
reinforced by civic principles and free thought.... Morality based on fear 
is not only not a virtue, but cannot be trusted either." 


That a democratic state takes measures not to ensure equal opportunity is a 
prerequisite of modern statehood; among the duties of the state is providing 
its citizens a stanard of living conducive to human dignity in all such 
matters as economics, employment, education, family, communications, health, 
culture, the arts.... It is necessary that the concept of the "social state" 
be such as to enable the state to perform its basic task of preserving 
security, justice and the supremacy of the law at home and national security 
and independence abroad. Again, we remember the thoughts of the Founder of 
the Republic: 


"General proliferation of the institutions which serve the general welfare is 
a matter which the state will hold in prominance. Thus alone will self-in- 
terested activities be limited. This is an important factor aiding the 
progress of moral solidarity among the citizens." 


In determining the appropriateness of state activities within the concept of 
the "social state,'' we should not be content with the standard of "profitable 
management'' in the narrow sense, but on the contrary, our sights should be 
set on the "social welfare." For example, the balanced distribution nation- 
wide of economic activities should be ensured as inherent in the principle 

of social justice in general; this will bring greater vitality to the econ- 
omy and, at the same time, all areas will benefit from the multifaceted de- 
velopmental effects of industrial establishments in particular. Our new 
constitution should introduce this standard also.

UPCOMING MILITARY VACANCIES SUMMARIZED 
Madrid EL PAIS in Spanish 19 Mar 82 p 16 


[Text] Defense Minister Alberto Oliart is now considering 
naming a new director for the General Military Academy, a 
post that has recently become vacant with the promotion of 
the previous head, Luis Pinilla Soliveres, to division 
general. The General Military Academy, basic training 
center for future officers in the Spanish Army, is located 
in Zaragoza, and it is an indispensable requirement that 
its director be a brigade general. General Juan Bautista 
Sanchez is seen as its new director. 


Although the new position of Luis Pinilla has not been determined officially, 
military sources known to be reliable indicate that he will soon become head of 
the administration for Army Education, a position now occupied by Division 
General Fernando Soteras, who could soon be promoted to lieutenant general. 


The name heard in recent days as a replacement for Pinilla as head of the Gen- 
eral Military Academy is that of Brig Gen Juan Bautista Sanchez Bilboa, just 
recently promoted and formerly colonel and chief of the [FFAMET] Ground Army Air 
Force. He is a man of recognized loyalty to democratic institions and of pro- 
found monarchical convictions, a trait inherited from his father, one of the 
tew lieutenant generals daring to confront General Franco--from his position 
in command of the Military Headquarters of Cataluna, demanding the restoration 
of Juan de Borbon to the crown. This soldier died days later under still 
unclear circumstances. 


In addition to this general, whose probabie nomination was echoed yesterday by 
the agency EUROPA PRESS, sources close to the General Military Academy still do 
not discard the possibility that Pinilla's successor could be Hipolito Fernandez- 
Palacio, also recently promoted to brigade general, who until recently was head 
of studies at the center. General Fernandez-Palacio is one of the military men 
who asked headquarters for this assignment. Nevertheless, it appears that the 
military command wants Pinilla'’s replacement to come from the same line of acti- 
vity, with an inclination, within the possibilities offered by the academy com- 
mand, towards a constant increase in the cadet's intellectual development. 
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On balance, observers consulted by this periodical see Pinilla's 2 years of 
service at the head of the General Military Academy as eminently positive. They 
credit him with extraordinary work at the head of administration, at times 
being at the point of being torpedoed by extreme sectors, who-on one occasion 

or other were frustrated in seeking his removal. Pinilla, one of the generals 
appearing on the black lists recently circulating in military letter boxes, 

and a person who on occasion has been attacked by the pro-coup press, recently 
declared to EL PAIS that "the Spanish people have taken the initiative and the 
army cannot go back, even if it wanted to." 


These probable substitutions in military instruction organizations, to which one 
would have to add the naming a few days ago of Captain Jose Tomas Sanchez-Ocana 
as new director of the Naval Military School, coincide with a small change to 

be made in the next 5 weeks in certain command positions in the Land Army, 
brought about by the transfer of four Lieutenant generals to the active reserve. 


The first vacancy will occur 29 March, specifically in the Supreme Council of 
the Supreme Command for Army Logistic Support, when the present holder of the 
position, Lt Gen Francisco Mendivil Oliver, will go to the active reserve. 
Between 12 and 25 April three other Lieutenant generals will make this same 
transition: Guillermo Quintana Lacaci, captain general from the First Military 
Region (Madrid); Jose Gabeiras Montero, former chief of the Army Staff and pre- 
sently a member of the Army Superior Council; and Jose Hernandez Ballesteros, 
member of the Supreme Council for Military Justice, an organization that is 
acting as tribunal in the trial now taking place against those accused of par- 
ticipating in last year's unsuccessful coup. 


Although these four lieutenant generals are now on active duty, only two of 
them hold positions that are to be filled immediately--those are the Council of 
the Supreme Command for Logistic Support and the Military Headquarters of Madrid.

MILITARY HAD PLANS TO STORM GROUNDED SOVIET SUBMARINE

/vext/ At an early stage during the submarine incident, the Swedish military 
worked out detailed plans to storm the Soviet submarine. 


A special force was detailed to practice the assault on a Swedish submarine in 
Karlskrona. 


During the exercises the military concluded that it was possible to carry out the 
assault without causing a bloodbath. But a certain amount of violence would be 
neceSSAary 


The military conclusion came at just about the same time as Defense Minister 
Torsten Gustafsson, in a statement which attracted much attention, declared that 
the use of force was out of the question. 


Short Time 


Torsten Gustafsson's statement was the only point in his actions during the sub- 
marine incident which was directly criticized by Prime Minister Thorbjorn Falldin 
during the hearings held by the Constitutional Committee with the defense minis- 
ter last week. 


"Tt was wrong to say that force was excluded," the prime minister stated. 


And a certain amount of force was just what the unit practicing the assault was 
anticipating. 


"The exercises which were carried out showed that the paratroopers and commando 
soldiers who had been chosen had 13-17 seconds to get up into the conning tower 
ind put the knife to the throat of the guard," says DAGENS NYHETER's informant,

fhe major risk of an attempt to board was that the guard in the conning tower of 
the Soviet submarine would try to repulse the Swedish attack. During the entire 
submarine incident a guard armed with an automatic rifle stood in the tower. 
Behind him was an officer on duty with a pistol in the holster. 

(he Swedish goal was that an assault should take place entirely without blood- 
shed. 


in order to see whether this was feasible, a group of paratroopers and commandos 
were chosed from among the forces guarding the submarine. They were brought to 

Karlskrona for training. 

Two Swedish soldiers, armed with the same weapons as the soldiers of the U 137, 

were placed in the conning tower of the training submarine. Then the exercises 


The Swedish soldiers crept on board the submarine, and measurements were taken of 
how long it took the guard to raise his weapon. 


After some training, the conclusion was arrived at that it was feasible to carry 
out an assault. But just to be on the safe side, preparations were made to de- 
molish the tower with grenades if something went wrong. 
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A grenade shot straight throught the conning tower just where the ladder is 
placed would have prevented the rest of the submarine crew from coming on deck. 
Colonel Jean-Carlos Danckwardt, who was in command of the forces surrounding the 
submarine at Gasefjorden, confirms for DAGENS NYHETER that some preparations were 
made for boarding. But Danckwardt did not want to call the undertaking an “as-

ANGELIKI SYNODINCU-PAPALEXOPOULOU who was appointed as nomarch of the Dodekanese 
Islands is an outstanding architect. She knows well her responsibilities and is 
determined to carry out the government promises for decentralization and regional 
development with the cooperation of the Local Self-Government and the massive 
agents. 


"J shall depend on the popular agents and the Local Self-Government and with the 
direct support of the government we shall invigorate Dodekanisos which is a nome 
of primary importance and an important bastion." 


She was born in Athens in 192 and graduated an architect from the Polytechnic 
School. ‘She did postgraduate studies in regional development and city planning 
and zoning and particularly in the area of restoring traditional houses, 


She is married to architect Papalexopoulos and is the mother of two boys, 3 and 

6 years old. Yet the family obligations have not prevented her from being active 
in the professional and political arena. ‘She was a member of the Technical 

Chamber of Greece /TE#/ until last September; the Athens Environment Committee ; 

the PASOK Party Organization of Architects; and the PASOK Women's Affairs Committee. 


She does not hesitate to state that she is a feminist but, as she explains, “in 
the sense of the correct definition of the term and not the apolitical one." She 
is committed to the idea of equality and equal opportunities for men and women. 


AGLAIA STAFYLA, appointed nomarch of eastern Attiki, is a Local Self-Government 
product. She was president of the Psykhiko community until early 1978 and resigned 
just before the October 1981 elections in order to become a PASOK candidate for 

de pu ty -at-large. 


Her experience in the Local Self-Government area and the fact that the nomarchy 
council will be closer to the nomarch and will have increased responsibility in 
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the decisicn-making process make her believe that ail togsther they will develop 
a true self-rovernment. 


"I know," she says, "the area 1 am asked to serve because my service in Local Self- 
Goverment brought me in contact with citizens, mayors and comnunity leaders. It 
is a demanding area but 1 am well trained in the area of administration and 
research, i am particularly well prepared for the eastern Attiki area. J made an 
application within the prescribed time, even before the elections, because there 
was a possibility of filling certain vacant positions. J am aware that the 
nomarch's position bears great responsibility but the cooperation with the govern- 
ment and the people is possible and worth pursuing."

GOVERNMENT'S POLICY ON CHURCH AFFAIRS LAMENTED

/Text/ Today's double holiday, national and religious, allows for some thoughts 
which may not be directly related to its observance but which concern its meaning 
and symbolism. 


Speaking a few days ago to the "apodimoi" /Greeks who emigrated abroad/ of 
Australia, President of the Republic K. Karamanlis pointed out that "in the course 
of history orthodoxy and the nation almost became one and for this reason they 
survived." He added: “Especially for the 'apodimoi' the Church is the crate 

of our national and religious traditions and for this reason it must be strength- 
ened and deeply preserved in our conscience." 


In other words, Karamanlis pointed out emphatically the primary role the Church 
plays as an agent in maintaining the Greek character and also as a core for 
"omogeneia's" /all Greeks/ unity. For this reason the apodimoi constitute a 
political and moral force in Greece. 


Jnfortunately, the present government does not seem to share this position, as 
recent events and indications prove. In Greece and abroad an effort is being 
exerted to belittle the Church and undergrade its mission. The state media and 
the pro-government press are at the forefront of this campaign. Indicatively, as 
"samples" of this anti-religious propaganda one could mention: 


a. ‘he attack against the Greek Orthodox Church of America by a government 
"moderator" of a discussion on apodimoi Greeks broadcast by the Greek Radio- 
Television /ERT7, This moderator extended the discussion to more general theories 
and expressed the intention that through ERT the way the Greeks are thinking about 
the basic moral and social values of our people must change. 


b. Commenting on the circular of the Federation of Secondary Schooi Teachers, 

the reporter of an afternoon newspaper pointed out the federation's concern because, 
according to appeals of local teachers' unions, "priests, prelates and other 
suspicious persons go to schools and deliver speeches..." 


This indicative "example" doses not express extreme cases nor isolated or arbitrary 


actions. Unfortunately, it emanates from the official stand of the government 
toward the Church and especially toward the ecclesiastical authorities abroad. 
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‘or instance, the fact is very harmful that the present government has no contact 
whatever with the Archdiocese of North and South America which represents 3 million 
compatriots and plays a leading role in the mobilization of this force and the 
promotion of our national issues. This attitude became more evident during the 
recent visit to the United States of Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs Papoulias 
who met selectively with fleaders of/ organizations of the omogeneia but avoided 
meeting with Archbishop lakovos. 


This government tactic may be controversial and may prove to be ineffectual or 
even harmful for it and for Greece. Abroad, however, it is catalytic to the unity 
and unanimity of the Greek element. 
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
